Atomic or hy- 
drogen energy 
was used in the 
late summer of 
1892 B.C. in the 
destruction of 
Sodom and Go- 
morrah because 
of their idolatry. 
“It blew a hole 
in the earth deep 
enough to form 








ub,” in his rebel- 
lion against his Creator and “Lucifer 
fell as lightning from the skies.” This 
blast of atomic energy was what caused 
the earth to be “without form and void.” 
(Genesis 1:2.) 

It was used September 21st, 2144 B.C. 
when the Scored Lines in the Descending 
Passage of the Great Pyramid were 
reached and the Tower of Babel, erected 
by Nimrod, was blasted: “The earth- 
quake consumed one-third of the Tower, 





the bed of the 
Dead Sea and for over 4,000 years no 
vegetation has grown in that region and 
no life in the Dead Sea; but its mineral 
wealth is fabulous and coveted by all 
nations.” 

This is a strong chart: five planets are 
in angles, eight are on the Eastern side; 
the bombers dictated the time and_ place. 

The Ascendant representing “fulfill- 
ment” is in.a degree of “wasted talents.” 
The Japanese wasted their talents in 
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dreaming of greatness, seizing and not 
building a larger Empire. The Western 
world is wasting its talents as the split- 
ting of the atom is used to destroy in- 
stead of to build or preserve. 

Virgo fears humiliation and the Japan- 
ese of losing face, yet when the bombs 
fell they did a complete right-about-face. 
Neptune in Ist is a spiritual aspect; in 
Libra it is said to be “lifted up.” 

While being a sign of accuracy Virgo 
is prone to tear down. That is what the 
bomb did: tear down. This crude uranium 
bomb exploding over Hiroshima nearly 
fifteen hundred feet above the city, com- 
pletely destroyed four square miles, 21 
bridges, and leveled buildings ten miles 
around. Jeremiah 49: 1, 2, says concern- 
ing the Japanese (Ammonites) : “Behold 
the day come when it shall be a desolate 
heap.” 

Jupiter in Virgo gave ability to study 
natural law; yet it was God Who gave 
the Allies the key with which to unlock 
the energy of the atom, for we are told 
that “His secret is with the righteous,” 
(Proverbs 3:32), and Daniel 2:47 in- 
forms us that “God is a revealer of se- 
crets.” Had Lucifer possessed this know- 
ledge during the war of the gods there 
would have been no universe left in all 
the Cosmos; and Lucerferian, god-deny- 
ing nations will only possess the cruder 
and more obsolete ones. 

Jupiter rules opportunities, and while 
its sextile to Lilith makes it a Tittle 
tricky, it is merciful. 

And the uranium bomb was an instru- 
ment of mercy as well as of death. Win- 
ston Churchill said that “the dropping 
of the bomb saved one million American 
lives and a quarter million British lives. 
Over fifteen per cent more soldiers were 
saved from death than the total number 
of Japanese killed, and also five times the 
number of Japanese lives saved that 
would have been killed had the war con- 
tinued and the Super-fortresses increased 
their attacks over Japan.” 

The Hiroshima bomb was dropped 
1335 days plus two, after Pearl Harbor, 
and Daniel 12:12 tells us, “Blessed is he 
that waiteth, and cometh to the 1335th 
day; it is the number of blessedness.” 


Neptune in Libra can penetrate the 
Akashic Records as it is the symbol of 
super-sensitive impressions of past and

future events. It can bring the past and 
the future into the present. It also gives 
a sense of noble birth and past greatness. 

The Japanese are not exactly “children 
of the sun,” neither are they descendants 
of any of Abraham’s eight sons. But they 
are descendants of Abraham’s father, 
Terah, chief prince and commander of 
Nimrod’s armies. 

Terah was a worshipper of idols and: 
twelve enormous statues were erected in 
his palace, one for éach month of the 
year, to which he bowed down; while 
Abraham, his youngest son, worshipped 
the “One True God.” (Jashar). Lot, 
nephew of Abraham, was the ‘grandson 
of this princely chieftain, Terah, and af- 
ter the destruction of Sodom and Gom- 
orrah by “fire from heaven” (Genesis 
19:24), Lot was a widower. The Japan- 
ese are descendants of Lot and his young- 
er daughter, which became known as 
Ammonites (Genesis 19:38). Therefore, 
while not divine, they are of princely ori- 
gin, if somewhat shady; and still idol 
worshippers; though under MacArthur’s 
guidance they were rapidly being Chris- 
tianized. 

Neptune and the Atom Bomb 


Neptune indicates death by poison, gas, 
tuberculosis, queer diseases, and mysteri- 
ous deaths. X-Rays, radium and uranium 
radiations are deadly and seem to affect 
the heart in particular. In 1950 there were 
600,000 heart deaths, nearly fifty per 
cent of all deaths in the United States. 
Cancer and infantile paralysis also ran 
high for atomic explosions contaminate 
clouds, air, water and earth. 

Neptune rules freak weather and has 
an influence on earthquakes; but Pluto 
is a greater land upheaver and a greater 
tragedy giver, being more ruthless and 
demonic. Pluto is sextile Neptune, also 
to explosive Uranus. 

Observers in the tail of the first plane 
following the bomber saw “a giant ball of 
fire rise as though from the bowels of 


_the earth, belching forth enormous white 


smoke rings; then a giant pillar of purple 
fire, 10,000 feet high, shooting upward 
with enormous speed. Then shooting out 
of the top, a giant mushroom that in- 
creased the height to 54,000 feet. It kept 
struggling in an elemental fury as though 
trying to break the bonds that held it 
down. In a few seconds it had freed it- 
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self from its gigantic stem and floated 
into the stratosphere to a height above 
60,000 feet.” 

Neptune wields enchantment and Hiro- 
hito had dreams of “dictating the terms 
of peace in the White House” which the 
bomb rudely shattered; the sextile of 
Pluto drove forcefully home the stark 
reality of national death and destruction, 
famine and pestilence a delayed peace 
would bring to his people. Hirohito, so- 
called descendant of gods, became but a 
mortal man even as are the humblest of 
his subjects. 

Japan is an island on the highest por- 
tion of a huge mountain chain rising 
from a deep ocean bed. The cone of 
sacred Fujiyama, a dormant volcana, 
rises 12,365 feet above the sea. The whole 
island is subject to earthquakes and 
volcanic action for two-thirds of the 
world’s 200-odd active volcanoes’ are 
concentrated in the islands of the Japan- 
ese Empire. Thus Japan rests on top of 
a store of infernal dynamite. Japanese 
scientists are well aware of what bombing 
will do to these volcanoes in activating 
them; it will wipe the entire nation off 
the earth forever. 

Libra fears responsibility and is very 
temperamental. Neptune in this sign ex- 
panded the “cloud” which was formed 
by the explosion and radiated its deadly 
after effects far and wide. 

Neptune semi-sextile Mercury in- 
trigued the imagination and immediately 
stories of the end of the world ran rife. 

Scorpio rules secrets of life and was 
considered by the ancients as treacherous 
and intensely selfish. It holds the cusp of 
the third house of gossip; it embraces 
those who fall to the greatest depths or 
rise to the greatest heights. Scorpio rules 
Lucifer, greatest of all fallen angels. It 
tules knowledge gained through experi- 
ence and is jealous and violent. Above all 
signs Scorpio fears betrayal. 

Lilith, fifth columnist and treasonable 
infiltrator, is in secretive Scorpio; being 
in the house of gossip it talked our se- 
crets out of us but it talked the fear of 
bomb reprisals into the Japanese and 
later into the communists. It hangs by a 
hair over the heads of covetous con- 
scienceless nations; it stands between 
freedom and slavery. No amount of ap- 
peasement is able to do that; for appease- 
ment is a whining dog with its tail be- 
tween its legs, fearing, yet by its posture, 
Inviting the vicious kick. 


Among other woes, radioactive ele- 
ments affect the cell-structure of the brain 
and there is a rapid increase of mental 
diseases, neurotism; brilliance and genius 
bordering on insanity; crime waves, im- 
pulsive suicide. Lilith is a seducer in 
Scorpio, a sex sign, and immorality is 
prevalent. 

Sagittarius, seer and prophet, is a 
common sign and cannot actually be de- 
pended ‘upon for it acts as it feels. 

Houses denote the arena of action; 
Dragon’s Tail is in the house of home 
and restless Sagittarius, conjunct “Fac- 
ies,” an evil Fixed Stay, giving physical 
and _ spiritual blindness, and _ violent 
deaths. While the Nadir is called “Inte- 
gration” it is more often “Disintegra- 
tion” or end of things. It put an end to 
actual war on Japanese soil though war 
still goes on in other places. It is in Capri- 
corn, sign of mastery, and bombs of any 
letter are influential, to say the least. 


“End of the World" 


When will the end of the world be? 
An ancient prophecy says that “when all 
the planets are in Capricorn, then the 
world will be destroyed by fire.”” But the 
Bible definitely states that “a new earth 
will descend from heaven having no sin, 
tears or death,” (Rev. 21:1). So the de- 
struction of earth by atom bombs is still 
in the dim and remote future. 

The 5th house denotes karma brought 
into the present life; it rules life’s experi- 
ence. The whole world is unhappily now 
paying its heavy karmic debt in fear, 
slavery, and blood; for,it is past the time 
of liquidation now that we have entered 
the King’s Chamber of the Great Pyra- 
mid, and must be paid in full. In June, 
1951, we enter the Period of the “Last 
Judgment” when collection of outstand- 
ing debts is intensified. 

Capricorn is the most dark and unpre- 
dictable of all signs, the sign of power- 
wielding politicians. No one can say that 
today’s politics are any straighter.than a 
corkscrew. If politics were healthier taxes 
would be lower and the people safer. In 
1382, when John Wycliffe translated the 
entire Bible into English and placed it in 
the hands of the populace, the preface of 
the original copies read: “This Bible is 
for the government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people.” What has 
happened to our divine leadership? 

The 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th houses are 
empty with no planets to show destiny; 


~ 
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they remain in abeyance. However, signs 
denote static conditions, things held in 
equilibrium. The military star “Deneb” 
conjuncts the 5th cusp giving the bombers 
power to lead into dangerous places. It 
also gives power to lead the masses into 
national or religious awakening, which 
the bomb, and then General MacArthur, 
accomplished (Deneb opposing Mars and 
Moon). 

The multiple star “Dabih” opposes 
Pluto, signifying the radical seeking 
power through agitation and disruption. 
It gives ambitions which can never be 
realized, for like the over-ambitious Lu- 
cifer, it seeks to dethrone God and “sit 
in the seat of the Almighty.” And God 
answers: “Why do the heathen rage and 
the people imagine a vain thing? He that 
sitteth in the heavens shall laugh; the 
Lord shall hold them in derision.” 
(Psalm 2:1-4). 

“Oculus” opposing Pluto gives diaboli- 
cal, cunning, doing evil under cover of re- 
spectability ; and it is a matter of history 
that in 1904 Japan torpedoed without 
warning Russian warships lying in the 
harbor of Port Arthur while their am- 
bassador was being entertained at St. 
Petersburg, and Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked while their representatives smiled 
and bowed in Washington. They them- 
selves struck the tuning fork and its 
resonance blasted their homeland. 

Aquarius 14: “crippled through acci- 
dent, catastrophe, or other Act of God” 
opposes the sun conjunct 12th cusp of 
sorrow, treason and tribulation. Part of 
Fortune, signifying selfhood, opposes 
“Deneb Algedi” and brought Japan with 
her face to the ground, then taking her 
hand, helped her to rise. 

“Sadalsuud” in 6th effects the health. 
Many at a distance who were not killed 
by concussion, burning, trauma (injury 
due to violence), or death by radiation, 
suffered blindness or deafness; enlarged 
glands which later broke down and de- 
generated; and gangrene which rotted 
the flesh away. This also was_ vividly 
foretold and described by Zechariah. 

But Aquarius gives learning; it is the 
- sign of the New Age which brings in an 
entirely new diet, for on the high carbon, 
or carbohydrate diet of today victims of 
the after effects of atomic explosions 
cannot hope to live. Carbon has been 


called “foed of untimely death” as it is a - 
magnet for cancer. Radiations of atomic 
explosions alter the atomic weight of car- 
bon making it unstable; it seems to cause 
internal disorganization among groups of 
cells which, turning anarchistic, cause 
cancer and other dread diseases. The 
ruler of 6th, conjuncts M.C. in a critical 
degree of “sleep and trance.” 

Pisces, sign of lost causes of limita- 
tions, frustration, servitude, the weak 
spot in the chart, is on the 7th cusp ruling 
Opponents, open enemies and friends, 
partnerships and other nations. The 
seventh house shows how others regard 
you. Its ruler, Neptune, dissolver of 
boundaries, is in the 1st house. When the 
bomb fell, all at once the world shrank 
to a small plot of land. 

The 8th is the house of rewards and 
punishments; it is the house of night- 
mares and horrors; it brought the most 
nightmarish shock to the world at large. 
It holds some evil Fixed Stars and Aries 
20 is the bloodiest degree in the zodiac. 

It contains “Vertex,” the great spiral 
nebula in Andromeda which gives in- 
juries to the sight and eyes, sometimes 
blindness ; death through strangulation or 
suffocation; or heavy war casualties. 
There is also “Sharatan” giving death by 
earthquakes, and opposing Neptune de- 
notes a secret black society. It was this 
Secret Black Dragon Society which first 
started the war in an attempt to rule the 
world. What was the reaping of what 
Japan had sowed because of her war 
against God and civilization? 

The Hiroshima bomb caused 60,000 
deaths; 150,000 casualties; and 40,000 
died afterwards as a result of wounds 
received. The Nagasaki bomb was still 
more destructive making the Hiroshima 
bomb seem crude. Later bombs, such as 
the hydrogen, are 1,000 times more po- 
tent than the uranium bomb. Japan’s 
bombing of civilians boomeranged. Aries 
on its cusp is the most impressionable of 
all signs; these bombings are imprinted 
on the genes, lingering in the subcon- 
scious memory for generations to come. 

The 9th house rules all things wide in 
scope or distant in place. Its cusp is “hid- 
den knowledge.” While this house often 
focussés vibrations of prejudice, resent- 
ment and strife, it is also the house of 
forgiveness. Mars in this house in a de- 
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gree of knowledge is a sign of liars and 
atheists ; it tends to stir things up, beng a 
“timer of events” along with the Moon 
and Dragon’s Tail ; and the Moon is quin- 
cunx the Dragon’s Tail. The ancients 
wrote the quincunx as a “cross within a 
square.” Mars in Gemini 9 gives cuts 
and wounds and violent death. It is a 
degree of “knowledge bitterly bought.” 

It also gives a convincing way of pre- 
senting its views to others; it makes good 
missionaries. The atom bomb was a 
super-missionary in bringing cessation of 
war and sending wearied soldiers home. 

So being in Gemini it did not beat 
about the bush; it said just what it in- 
tended to say and those on the receiving 
end signed on the dotted line. 

Mars in 9th made the enemy obstinate 
and despotic; it took two terrible lessons 
to convince them they had enough. But 
being in the house of forgiveness also, 
General MacArthur turned them into 
friends and allies by the simple method 
of placing Bibles in their now empty 
hands. 


Future Generations 


Mars squaring Mercury gives malfor- 
mation to feet or limbs, and there is a 
possibility that radiations might affect the 
genes, resulting in malformation or mon- 
strosities in the next few generations. 

Zechariah, during his prophetic office: 
520-517 B.C., gave an almost word-for- 
word description of the injuries which 
occurred, as did John Hersey who wrote 
up the uranium explosion. Mr. Hersey, 
describing the plight of the Japanese, 
said: “All were in the same nightmarish 
state, their faces wholly burned, their eye 
sockets were hollow, the fluid from their 
melted eyes had run down their cheeks. 
Their mouths were swollen, pus-covered 
wounds which they could not ‘bear to 
stretch enough to admit the spout of a 
tea-pot.” Zechariah wrote: “Their flesh 
shall consume away while they stand on 
their feet, and their eyes, shall consume 
away (or melt) in their holes, and their 
tongues shall consume away in their 
mouths.” (Zechariah 14:12). 

The Atomic Age coincided with the 
opening of the Sixth Seal of Revelations 
6:12-17, where there seems “no place to 
hide,” and the Seventh Vial which “was 
poured into the air,” (Revelations 16: 
17). For the splitting of the atom is the 
culmination of air power: the greatest 





Mars conjunct Uranus is hard and 
cruel, with a violent temper, and very ex- 
plosive. It is also very noisy and can best 
be described as a “blast.” “I will kindle a 
fire . . . it shall devour the palaces 
. . . With a tempest in the day of the 
whirlwind.” (Amos 1:14, 15). The He- 
brew word translated “whirlwind” also 
means “violent exhalation” and “blast.” 
The scientists and reporters described it 
as “the blast.” 

“Thirty seconds after the explosion 
came first the blast, pressing hard against 
peoples and things, to be followed almost 
immediately by a strong sustained roar.” 
William L. Laurence, science-writer for 
the New York Times said of the Naga- 
saki bombing: “A tremendous blast wave 
struck our ship and made it tremble from 
nose to tail. This was followed by more 
blasts jn rapid succession, resounding like 
the boom of cannon fire hitting our plane 
from all directions.” 

Uranus in Gemini researches in all 
things modern and new. While the uran- 
ium and hydrogen bombs are not new, 
the secret of unlocking the atom was lost. 
“There is no new thing under the sun, it 
hath been already of oldtime, and there 
is no Yemembrance of former things.” 
(Ecclesiastes 1:11). 

The effects of Uranus come like a bolt 
out of the blue, and we respond more 
easily to its evil side; it is a very tem- 
peramental planet. Conjunct M.C. makes 
life surprising and unexpected. Its sex- 
tile to Pluto makes it still more surprising 
and unexpected. When the bomb fell 
reaping such a heavy toll in life and 
property powerful and violent planets 
were in chain aspect: Mars of sudden, 
violent destruction; Uranus of New-Age 
weapons, such as uranium and radio- 
active elements ; of sudden death; Saturn, 
reaper of karma which must be paid, also 
a dealer in death; Pluto, greatest death 
dealer of them all. Each planet did his bit 
toward making the death rate and de- 
struction high. Uranus conjunct Mars is 
a “fire unfolding itself.” 

Donald Leet, of Harvard, describing 
the weaker New Mexico trial bomb, said: 
“When it let go, it lit up 180 degrees of 
the horizon, not like one, but a dozen 
suns.” General Farral said: “No man- 
made phenomena of such tremendous 
power had ever occurred before. The 
lighting effects beggared description. The 
whole country was lighted by a searing 
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light with an intensity many times greater 
than that of the mid-day sun.” 

Ezekiel 1:4 describes it as “a great 
cloud, and a fire unfolding itself, and 
brightness was about it, and out of the 
midst thereof as the color of amber, out 
of the midst of the fire.” Mr. Laurence 
described the Japanese bomb as: “At one 
stage of its evolution the entity assumed 
the form of a giant square totem pole, 
with its base about three miles long, tap- 
ering off to about a mile at the top. Its 
bottom was brown, its center was amber, 
its top white.” 

Twenty-eight minutes, 13 seconds after 
the bomb fell on Hiroshima Saturn was 
occulted by the moon, obscuring its vir- 
tues, only the evil side showed. It is well 
known that projects are best started when 
the transiting moon conjuncts Saturn ; the 
moon is the greatest time marker of all, 
and from full to new moon is the best 
time to finish pending matters. 

But sometimes the new moon affects 
start two days ahead due to aura influ- 
ence. The bombing occurred 49 hours, 14 
minutes, 32 seconds before actual new 
moon; that of Nagasaki; one day after; 
both were within influence of the moon’s 
aura, the electrical particles surrounding 
the body of the moon. 

Saturn in Cancer meets out justice with- 
out mercy, therefore it receives justice 
without mercy. It is a planet of fear and 
rules “falls from a height.” Yet it does 
bring order out of chaos. 

The 11th cusp has “Gangster instincts ;” 
Cancer 13 to 20 is the most cancerous 
region of the zodiac; this cancerous 
region holds Saturn and the Moon. 


Hope of Survival 


The radiations of atom explosions af- 
fects the atmosphere, and this in turn 
affects the carbon element in the human 
body to a great extent, causing them to 
become unstable, resulting in deaths of a 
so-called vampirish nature: cancer, tu- 
mors, all anarchistic and unnatural 
growths; malformations, and the like, 
and our entire diet might have to be 
changed if we hope to survive in this 
atomic age. Instead of flesh-forming car- 
bon foods, we will be more vegetarian. 
With the exhorbitant price of meat to- 
day, that won’t be too difficult. 

Saturn is called a planet of sorrow, but 
he is not evil because of the afflictions he 


brings to the transgressor; this is often 
but the beginning of good, for destiny is 
in our own hands. Saturn marks a weak 
spot in the chart even as does Pisces, 
and every wrong done carries in itself 
the seed of its own punishment. Saturn 
does not permit us to leave the school of 
life until some lessons are learned and 
debts marked on the karmic chart. 

Saturn being a planet of fear, the 
whole world is paying the price fear 
enacts: shortages, back-breaking taxes, 
etc. Russia is said to be stock-piling four 
atom bombs a month, but Saturn semi- 
square Mercury suggests this is bluff, 
Mercury signifying liars. But Russia does 
possess a crude uranium bomb and also 
a sort of robot-guided long-range bomb, 
But the United. States is said to be de- 
veloping a “death sand” similar to that 
used by Moses to cause “boils with 
blains.” (Exodus 9:8-11). This new 
sand is radioactive dust, a slow poison; 
it contaminates the soil. 

The Part of Fortune in 12th is not 
good; it signifies the betrayer and the 
betrayed ; it represents unknown factors; 
being semi-square Neptune, this “sand” 
can work both ways. 

Pluto rules decomposition and __ lost 
civilizations; it rules Japan’s many vol- 
canoes and earthquake zone. During the 
war, scientists toyed with the idea of 
dropping a few T.N.T. bombs into the 
mouth of Fujiyama to release the solid, 
rocklike plugs of lava and permit it to 
erupt. Pluto rules catastrophies exacting 
a heavy toll of life; bombs of any letter 
dropped on Japan could do this. 

Pluto aspecting Saturn gives bodily in- 
juries and malformation; in 11th: to 
great masses of people. Saturn tends to 
the accumulation of toxins in the blood; 
atrophy ; tuberculosis ; cancer; arthritis— 
though scurvy is often mistaken for arth- 
ritis, especially enlarged joints and nobs 
on the joints. 

The Sun rules the desire to avenge 
wrongs when it has been slapped down 
unfairly; the bombing was but the cul- 
mination of General MacArthur’s deter- 
mination to make a come-back when fore- 
ed to retreat. 

Leo is the sign of the gambler and the 
Book of Jubilees tells us that Satan 
taught men to gamble, even as he himself 
gambled and lost his inheritance. But be-

AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
EPHEMERIS 


All positions in the AMERICAN AS- 
TROLOGY EPHEMERIS are given 
for Eastern Standard Time (Philadel- 
phia, Penn.), This eliminates the neces- 
sity for computing planetary positions 
for G.M.T, In practice the use of two 
different Time Systems for the planets 
and House Cusps (i. G.M.T. and 
L.M.T. respectively) is cumbersome, 
unnecessarily complicated and time-wast- 
ing. Furthermore, such “two timing” is 
confusing to new students and a frequent 
cause of error even in practiced hands. 
For this reason the use of G.M.T. was 
abandoned by Astronomers 27 years ago. 

There is positively not any valid rea- 
son why the astrologer should know the 
position of a planet from the viewpoint 
of the Greenwich Meridian when his 
ultimate purpose is to ascertain its posi- 
tion as viewed from the Eastern Stand- 
ard Meridian and that latter (E.S.T.) 
position is already calculated for him 
given in detail in an Ephemeris com- 
puted for this Eastern Standard, Merid- 
ian, i.e., American Astrology Ephemeris. 


Let us consider for a moment the ab- 
surdity of a procedure whereby an as- 
trologer has before him data pertaining 
to a birth which occurred somewhere in 
the U. S. From the local time of birth 
he has calculated the cusps of the houses 
for the Meridian of birth and now seeks 
to know the positions of the planets rela- 
tive to the same place at the same time. 
He has before him an ephemeris which 
gives the planetary positions for a merid- 
ian (Eastern Standard) where the time 
variation from local time cannot be more 
than 3 hours,—but this he refuses to 
accept so he proceeds rather to calculate 
the planetary positions for another merid- 
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ian 5,000 to 8,000 miles away (more or 
less) where the variation can be as much 
as 8 hours from that of the meridian of 
birth—does that make sense? Further- 
more, the time spread being such.that the 
local and standard time can never coin- 
cide, this frequently results in a needless 
complication and confusion of the time 
factors which greatly increases the 
chances for error. 


Of course it is merely habit that pre- 
vents the American astrologer from fol- 
lowing the lead of Astronomers in this 
matter and likewise abandoning this awk- 
ward approach to the otherwise simple 
process of horoscope computation. How- 
ever, the habit of referring planetary 
positions for births or events in the 
Western Hemisphere to the Greenwich 
Meridian should not be so difficult for 
Améfican students to break when in 
actual practice the advantages are so 
readily apparent. 


DIANETICS

Would you be able to brief me 
on possible determinators of affinity 
between individuals, specifically in 
the case of Affinity between Dianetic 
Auditor and Preclear. 


It is interesting to observe the fall- 
ing away of fixations of attitude 
towards those hitherto unaccepted 
portions of human knowledge and 
observation like Astrology, as an in- 
dividual sheds aberration, major or 
minor. 


Rationality: Differentiation; Ir- 
rationality: Identification. That is 


one of the basic postulates. And gains 
in rationality enable the individual to 
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compute analytically data which were 
previously identified irrationally with 
fixed concepts (unevaluated con- 
cepts). Even psychotics are being 
brought to normalcy daily by aiding 
them to contact occluded commands 
to irrationality that can be re-eval- 
uated on a level of awareness. 

If my birth data will be of any 
aid to you in your evaluation of this 
new art and science of Dianetics, 
here it is: 

October 2, 1905, Bristow, Neb- 
raska, Scorpio 29 rising. I arrived 
here, and began studying Dianetics, 
on July 30, 1951. 

I wish that you were here and 
could get in on a series of lectures 
lasting all next week, on Human 
Evaluation. All this, Dianetics, and 
Human Evaluation, will in time, as 
it looks from here, become the great 
integrator that will eventually co- 
ordinate all knowledge, and advance 
mankind more rapidly than before. 

My past observations lead me to 
believe that Astrology is a significant 
tool in that advancement.

We must admit that our knowledge of 
Dianetics is rather limited, but from 
what little we know of it, it would ap- 
pear that the ultimate purpose of the 
process, treatments, etc. is essentially in- 
dividual integration. When you speak of 
a Dianetic Auditor, it may be assumed 
that this is one who assists you in some 
form of self-analysis. 

Assuming that the above is approx- 
imately correct, then from the astrological 
point of view there is little doubt but 
that the nodes, particularly the lunar 
nodes, would be of paramount im- 
portance as points of contact for any 
two or more individuals involved in such 
a relationship. 

According to our understanding of 
the nodal function—a theory that has 
been expounded by us in many past 
issues of American Astrology Magazine 
—the nodal axis (i.e. the line connecting 
a north and south nodes of the Moon) 
is the axis of “Social Identity.” The 
opposite terminals of the axis of the 
nodes, as we know them, are the in- 
dividual’s actual points of contact with 
his environment, and indicate by their

reason 


positions in the total pattern of signs 
and planets how one will react upon the 
other. They are somewhat analagous to 
the positive and negative poles of a 
battery. 

The north node is the positive terminal. 
Through this center flows the creative 
power or life force in an objective man- 
ner. It tends to give life, to energize, 
to stimulate growth, and in general inte- 
grate that which is symbolized by any 
planet in the chart of another person 
which may be contacted thereby. That 
is to say, which may be in the same 
degree of the zodiac as the node in 
question. On the other hand, the south 
node is just the opposite in effect. Here 
the power is ingested, hence, vampire- 
like, the south node tends to draw the 
life out of any form it contacts, with 
the result that disintegration takes place 
at this point or in connection with those 
activities symbolized by the planet so con- 
tacted. 

From the above it must be obvious 
that a south node contact between charts 
cannot be progressive or mutually help- 
ful, and therefore such contacts are not 
desirable in any cooperative or collobora- 
tive activity ; whereas the north node con- 
tacts are most desirable. It will be found 
that regardless of the mutual planet- 
ary aspects, good or bad, such nodal con- 
tacts will ultimately be vindicated. 

Therefore, we would conclude that in 
a personal association such as is indicated 
by our understanding of the process of 
Dianetics, it would be most desirable for 
the Auditor to have been born at a time 
when the North Node of the Moon 
was in transit over (approximately) the 
same degree of the zodiac as the birth 
sign of the other person. Furthermore, 
since any such association has to have a 
certain element of mutuality, it would 
follow that for the Auditor’s Sun to be 
in similar relationship with that of his 
protegé or patient (whatever this techni- 
cal term may be) would also be desirable. 
In your case, this calls for an individual 
born between December, 1884 and June, 
1885, or July, 1903 to January, 1904, 
with July, 1903 being in all probability 
the best of the lot, since in that period 
would be born the person with whom you 
would have the mutual solar-north node 
contact.

Since my former letter re the ar- 
ticle by Ernest Palmer was of in- 
terest to you I venture to comment 
on that of Winifred Mary Rawlings 
in the August issue. Its title One 
Hour at once drew my attentton, but 
on reading it I was disappointed by 
reason of the many assumptions in 
it which, in my opinion, are ill- 
founded. Before one starts to rea- 
son, whether from the Bible or an 
astrological chart, one must be sure 
one’s premises are correct. 

Personally, I am not convinced 
that John’s Revelations have more 
than a slight connection witi these 
present times. As for “Amos 8:9” 
it contains no reference at all to the 
dial of Ahaz upon which the shadow 
cast by the sun moved backwards 
10 degrees. The passage giving the 
clue to the length of the prophetic 
hour is in Isaiah 38:5-8. 

With regard to the Astrological 
interpretations given ine this article: 
It has always seemed to me unwise 
and unhealthy to draw up a chart 
of time and place trends and inter- 
pret it negatively as though review- 
ing that which had already passed 
into history. It is much more whole- 
some and helpful to look on the men 
and women of these admittedly kar- 
mic times as carrying within them- 
selves the creative power to redeem 
the conditions of which they are 
the stewards. One more point: there 
are substantial grounds for regard- 
ing the Old Testament as the “scrip- 
tures of an age’ —the age of the Ram 
—and of the people who founded 
the religion of that symbol. Any 
similarity of pattern between Bible 
prophecies, even those of Jesus, and 
the conditions of our own times may 
be no more than coincidental to the 
fact that both apply to the end of 
an age. 

Observation and experience of pre- 
cognition during the past 35 years 
have not led me to regard the future 
as something already written but 
rather as a potential which we acti- 
vate positively or negatively. Wini- 
fred Rawlings’ article is timely and 
thought-provoking but many of your 
readers will feel as I do, no douvt, 









that the symbols of John’s visions 
apply particularly and predominantly 
to the times in which he lived and 
ought not to be catalogued and iden- 
tified with events still to come.

It may be said that the consensus of 
opinion in astrological circles seems to 
be that the end of this 20th Century 
will also mark the end of the Piscean 
Age, and this agrees with our findings 
that the vernal equinox does indeed 
enter the first degree of the constella- 
tion Aquarius in the year 2000.

MAGAZINE: 


CHILD OF DESTINY

Is this amazing story fact or fic- 
tion? When we asked this question 
of the author, he replied: “Basically 
the story is fact. However, so that no 
professional secrets may be revealed, 
the characters are disguised, the set- 
ting is somewhat changed, and there 
are other embellishments to prevent 
possible identification. The incident 





was at the time as unbelievable to me 
as it may seem to many who read 
about it now.’—The Editors. 


In July ten years ago, a well- 
groomed, distingutshed-looking man 
in his early forties sat in my con- 
sultation room. The gold key of 
Sigma Xi, granted only for excel- 
lence in scientific study, flashed from 
his watch chain. The color of his skin 
suggested the Orient. 

“Doctor, do you plan to be here 
in November of next year?” he said 
with a slight accent which I could 
not place. 

“Next year!” I retorted. “For all 
I know I may be dead by that time. 
How could I know so far ahead?” 

“Of course, unassisted, you might 
not know,’ the man replied, “but 
I think that I know.” 

“Wait a minute,’ I exclaimed. 
“W hat is this all about, sir?” 

“I want you to deliver my wife's 
baby boy by Caesarean section,” he 
said, “on November 1st next year, 
at 3:15 in the morning. The ap- 
proximate date is determined med- 
ically; the exact hour will be de- 
termined—by other means.” 

He read my apprehensive look. 
“Don’t be alarmed,” he said smiling. 
“IT am not insane. Of course, con- 
ception has not yet occurred, but at 
that time I mention, everything will 
be perfect—the relative positions of 
the sun and moon, the signs ascend- 
ant, the ruling planet, everything.” 

“Astrology!” I exclaimed. 

“No,” he answered, “not astrol- 
ogy exactly. There are many things 
in medicine in which I do not be- 
lieve, things which seem quite as 
absurd to me as the signs of the 
zodiac—and certain other things— 
may seem to you.” 

He was silent a moment, then 
added reflectively, “It is unfortunate 
that we who are engaged in serious 
occult studies are often judged by 
the charlatans and fakers around us, 
just as you doctors who are devoted 
to your high calling must suffer from 
the pretenders and workers of evil 
on the fringe of your profession.” 

“But after all,” I protested, “you 
are proposing the delivery of a baby 
boy by Caesarean at an exact day 
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and hour 15 months from now. How 
do you know it will be a boy? Why 
do you specify Caesarean? How can 
you pick your day and hour? And I 
may as well tell you right now that 
I wouldn’t do a Caesarean on the 
Queen of England unless I had an 
adequate medical reason.” 

ae would not think of asking you 

’ he said, quite unruffled “The 
reason will be apparent when you 
examine my wife. Operative deliv- 
ery is imperative. We have that 
knowledge on excellent authority. 
And now, sir, without taking more 
of your time, T shall ask your secre- 
tary to reserve time for my wife on 
the 15th of next Month, when she 
will be in her second month of preg- 
nancy.” 

He rose to go. “Possibly you will 
feel better when I tell you that for 
years I have not only studied an 
ancient science, which in a sense is 
the mother of astronomy, but what 
is far more important, I was born 
back of those great mountain ranges 
which guard the secrets of Lhasa 
and the Tibetan plateau from an 
unbelieving world. 

“Why I was selected by the hier- 
archy of the Yellow Hat to make 
my way secretly through India to 
this country to study 20 years ago, 
and how I returned there through 

zechwan, is a story almost beyond 
belief: Until my present mission is 
accomplished, it is forbidden to re- 
veal it. Perhaps some day... ?” 
He bowed courteously as he went 
out, leaving me speechless. 

I never expected to see him again. 
I tried to forget this strange inter- 
view, even though the man’s cul- 
tured bearing had left a deep im- 
pression. But it all recurred to me 
vividly when the lady presented her- 
self on the exact day specified, a 
brunette with glowing, dark eyes 
like her husband’s, a happy, charm- 
ing woman as far removed from the 
crackpot class as he had been. 

I found her condition exactly as 
he had predicted. Normal delivery 
would be impossible. She listened 
attentively and respectfully to every- 
thing I told her—and through all 


the months that followed she never 
failed to keep an appointment. All 
of us in the office liked her im spite 
of an aura of aloofness and strange- 
ness we always noticed. When I 
tried to draw her out about her life, 
she evaded gracefully, saying her 
husband would talk to me after the 
baby came. 

It was disturbing when I found 
that by the usual method of com- 
puting the day of delivery, her baby 
was due two days later than pre- 
dicted by her husband. Then, as the 
date approached, perversely I began 
to resent the strange insistent feel- 
ing of compulsion which I felt night 
and.day. 

I finally told my associate that I 
was not used to being “managed,” 
that I was not going to be pushed 
around by any Dalai Lama in Lhasa 
or a flock of planets, and that I 
would operate a day or two ahead of 
time—anything to show who was 
boss. 

I dismissed the ‘prophecy of the 
exact hour and minute as just a bit 
of impressive “window trimming.” 
My own feeling of compulsion was 
easily explained, I decided, by my 
natural desire to acquiesce, if con- 
sistent with medical safety, in a 
plan that apparently meant as much 
as life itself to these people; and 
yet, perversely, I could not make 
myself believe my own perfectly 
sound reasoning. 

On October 31, the wife came in 
for the usual examination two weeks 
before expected delivery. But there 
was no sign of any complication re- 
quiring interference ahead of time. 
When I told her, I saw for the first 
time a look of desperate unhappi- 
ness and consternation sweep over 
her sensitive face. Then I remem- 
bered that November 1 was the next 
day, and understood, 

I explained gently that while I 
wanted to conform to their plans 
laid so long ago, any surgery must be 
determined by surgical indications, 
not by my own wishes or by theirs. 
I explained the danger of prema- 
turity, even of two weeks. She 
thanked me, and by the time she 
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left her face had resumed its usual 
placid and confident look. 

I took her problem home with me. 
In spite of my surgical judgment, I 
could not shake off an overpowering 
feeling of inevitability. And when at 
8:30 that evening I had a message 
indicating that she was in labor, I 
sent her to the hospital. 

A brief examination showed a 
marked change since the afternoon, 
yet I was not certain that she would 
go ahead—false alarms often occur. 
However, I felt that I should stay in 
the hospital. 

At 2:30 A.M. I was called. The 
moment I saw her I forgot astrology 
and planets, forgot everything but 
this woman and baby whose lives 
were in my hands. I knew that some- 
thing must be done at once to avoid 
disaster. 

Calling my assistant, I ordered 
surgery prepared for an immediate 
Caesarean, Everything moved with 
the speed and precision of a fine 
hospital. Without a word of direc- 
tion, instruments and solutions were 
quickly prepared. The great shad- 
owless light flooded the room. But 
again impelled by a feeling of ur- 
gency, I had sent for the chief anes- 
thetist, a most unusual request at 
that hour of night. The patient had 
begged me not to put her to sleep 
but to let her see the baby born. 

We gave her a form of anesthesia 
under which the patient is entirely 
conscious but feels nothing, and at 
3:10 A.M., November 1, as if I were 
an actor in a play beyond my ken, 
I stood beside her, ready. 

I waited for the signal from the 
anesthetist, whose authority is su- 
perior at the moment even to that 
of the operating surgeon. The big 
clock in the operating room had 
been checked with Western Union. 
It was correct to the second. I re- 
ceived the brief nod to go ahead. 

A Caesayean is an easy and quick 
operation. Phe patient's eyes, wholly 
unafraid and eager with interest, 
were alternately fixed on the clock 
and on me. Outside, I knew her 
husband waited. I had told the 
nurses nothing except that the pa- 
tient had a contracted pelvis, but 
they seemed to feel that soniething 





unusual was happening, perhaps by 
my manner or the careful checking 
of the clock. 

They were almost breathless as I 
made the first incision. The room 
was tense. Then, at 3:15 to the sec- 
ond, that baby boy almost leaped 
into the world and greeted it with a 
yowl, one of the sweetest sounds in 
the life of a doctor. 

When I went to the side table 
where the baby was lying, I turned 
him over and I can swear that small 
boy grinned at me. I had seen many 
babies smile, but never when they 
were 15 minutes old. Immediately, 
as if a load had been taken from my 
shoulders, that curious feeling of 
compulsion was gone; and then I 
began to wonder if this smiling in- 
fant had received some advance in- 
formation which I did not under- 
stand, and perhaps knew what was 
ahead of him. 

Still in my operating clothes, I 
went out to the father, who thanked 
me graciously but said, his eyes 
glowing, “You see?” I did not see, 
but I began again to wonder. 

During the following weeks, sev- 
eral tentative engagements to talk 
to the parents were canceled be- 
cause of the inopportune arrival of 
other babies. Then, after several 
months, the father came in, agita- 
tion and excitement showing for the 
first time through his usual calm. 

“We are leaving at once,” he 
said. “But I couldn’t go without 
thanks for your help and wunder- 
standing. Most extraordinary things 
are developing on the other side of 
the world for that little boy of ours. 
We are going to the far places. We 
may return in a year or in twenty. 

“We shall remember you always. 
Maybe some day you will hear 
things that will surprise you, that 
will open your eyes to strange things 
in this werld. And above all, never 
forget that day and hour!” 

Nearly ten years passed. Then, 
on November 1st a year ago, my 
secretary said that a man with a 
strange voice was on the phone and 
would not give his name. “He insists 
that he must see you today, that no 
other day will do. I told him that 
your time was all taken. He said if 
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you looked at the calendar, ‘you 
would understand.” 

“Tell him to come at 5 e’clock 
when office hours are over,” I said. 

He was not the man I had seen 
before, but he had the same odd ac- 
cent and the same light-brown skin. 

“IT come to you straight from 
Lhasa, sir,’ he said in a low voice. 
“You remember, of course?” 

“Indeed I do,” I said. “Go on.” 

“In Tibet, horoscopes must agree 
before a marriage can take place 
among the highborn. The _ horo- 
scopes of a certain couple, plus the 
ancient oracles of Lhasa and Sam- 
ye, decreed that to this couple would 
be born a son, and if that son were 
born on November 1st, 1938, at pre- 
cisely 3:15 A.M., he would enter 
into the spirit of one of our greatest 
ancestors, who lived 500 years ago. 
He was called The Peace Maker and 
this child was to be called The 
Mediator. 

“We did not understand. The 
ancient Tibetan mysteries are still 
beyond us, but the omens have 
proved correct so often that we dare 
not disregard them. 

“Now, perhaps, we begin to see. 
The great bear of Russia and the 
dragon of China -face each other, 
threatening again the peace of the 
world, almost at our door. There 
are strange signs which say that the 
boy, who was first touched by your 
hands, is destined to become of 
great importance to the world, 1s 
destined to justify the name of 
Mediator given him even before he 
was conceived. We of the Inner 
Council believe he is the hope of 
the world. How? We do not yet 
know the answer, but we shall see. 

“No one in Tibet except his par- 
ents, myself and the 14th Dalai 
Lama, Lingerh Lamutanchu, knows 
where or how he was born. The 
common people think thaj he was 
born on a Himalayan peak as thun- 
der rolled and that he quieted the 
storm by raising his hands. Already 
he is revered.” 

My visitor rose, bowed deeply. 

“My mission to you, sir, is com- 
pleted. You will hear more in time 


to come. Farewell.” 

He made an odd sign with his 
hands which I suddenly remem- 
bered that I had seen before—and 
then he was gone. 


It is noted that Dr. Loomis, in his 
capacity as obstetrician, accepted his 
assignment on a pledge of strictest 
confidence, and it may be further em- 
phasized that never to our knowledge 
did he break that pledge, not even to 
the extent of confiding in his own wife, 
as we shall see. 

Immediately after the publication of 
the original article in Coronet, we wrote 
Dr. Loomis under date of October 13, 
1948, as follows: 

Dear Dr. Loomis: 

Your obligation to retain in con- 
fidence any detail by which your 
patient might by identified is, of 
course, thoroughly understood and 
appreciated. Yet is occurs to me 
that is may be possible for you 
to cooperate astrologically with- 
out-abusing this confidence in any 
way that would violate the neces- 
Sary anonymity of your principals. 

It isassumed that you have in the 
aforesaid article given fictitious 
dates. The correct date suggests a 
fascinating, educational and pos- 
sibly most productive study to an 
astrologer and if you will be so 
kind as to give me that informa- 
tion, you have my assurance on 
my word of honor (I cannot give 
more) that it will not at any time 
be used in such a way that it can 
be traced to you or the article in 
question—hence not in any way 
that will connect it with the prin- 
cipals involved in the incident you 
relate.

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

Your note of October 13 reached 
Piedmont while we were far away. 
IT am sure that we can trust your 
statement that anything told you 
would be held in confidence but un- 
fortunately I am bound by my prom- 
ise not to reveal anything in the 
Coronet which might lead to identi- 
fication. 
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For that reason the dates were 
changed as suggested by a local as- 
trologer and the longitude was omit- 
ted. Essentially however the (Coro- 
net) story is literally true. 

Thank you for your interest.

This was the final word on this sub- 
ject as far as we were concerned. 
Later, during the year 1949, an astrol- 
oger writing in another astrological 
magazine published an article which 
gave a birth date accompanied by a 
horoscope purporting to be that of the 
child which was the subject of the 
above article. 

Naturally I was somewhat doubtful 
of the authenticity of the published 
horoscope and immediately contacted 
the author of the article to ask him up- 
on what he based his information. He 
told me it was based upon information 
contained ina telegram from Dr. Loomis 
in response to a telegram requesting it. 
I requested that he give me a photo- 
static record of this telegraphic ex- 
change. I never received the same, but 
did get a letter informing me that he 
had written to the party from whom 
he got Dr. Loomis’ message and that 
he would let me know immediately as 
soon as he heard from that party. 
Sometime later I received a letter di- 
rectly from a Mr. James Lester Black of 
Cleveland, Ohio who appears to have 
been the third party referred to and 
the source of the chart in question, 


“Mr. Paul G. Clancy, 
“Dear Sir, 


“T understand that you are inter- 
ested in the story back of my horo- 
scope chart of a certain child, name 
unknown but called the Tibetan 
Mediator, born of Tibetan parents 
in this country on Nov, 1, 1938, and 
whose unusual circumstances of 
birth, predicted in advance with pre- 
cision, were described in an article 
by an American physician in Coro- 
net Magazine in their Sept. 1948 
issue, Vol. 24, No. 5, Page 1. This 
article, entitled Child of Destiny, 
was written by the physician who 
had charge-of the birth, Dr. Frederic 
Morris Loomis, then living in Pied-- 
mont, California but now deceased, 


“T also understand that you have 
been trying to contact me for proofs 
backing up the data in this birth, chart 
which I understand was recently pub- 
lished in an article on it. To save you 
a lot of time and correspondence, and 
without waiting for you to ask me a 
lot of questions, I am voluntarily of- 
fering you the story on this case, 
which I assume you have been trying 
to get, since I cannot imagine any 
other reason why you should wire for 
my address. 

“Let me introduce myself. First, 
I’m a Theosophist, an amateur as- 
tronomer, a mathematician working 
for a land surveying company, and 
a novice in the study of astrology. 
I've learned how to set up charts 
with astronomical accuracy, but am 
not yet qualified to interpret them 
as an astrologer. A local Rosicrucian 
teacher has taught me my astrology 
using Max: Heindel’s texts. 1 have 
a large private library of occult lit- 
erature and am an inveterate reader 
and student. My sun sign is Scorpio 
and I have a Leo ascendant. My par- 
ents were teachers and Theosophists. 
That's my background, and it also 
explains why I didn’t write an article 
myself on this chart last year. 

“Dr, Loomist’ article in Coronet 
impressed me deeply. I analyzed its 
story critically and psychologically, 
and was finally convinced it was a 
true story. Theosophical literature 
showed it fitted the Tibetan situation 
and their beliefs in cycles and ora- 
cles, in reincarnation, and in occilt 
influences positively controlling cer- 
tain events such as this special birth. 
I saw that certain data, notably the 
place, withheld by Dr. Loomis for 
obvious reasons, could be recovered 
by research and deduction. His repu- 
tation and honesty could also be 
checked in public records. I spent 
about two whole days last year in 
the Reference Division of the main 
Cleveland Public Library, searching 
for these data. The only direct clue 
was the author’s name. The details 
of the story gave other indirect clues. 
A consistent picture of the case 
emerged. 

“The A.M.A. lists of physicians 
and surgeons give only one Doctor 
Frederic Morris Loomis; the 1931 
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edition of American Physicians and 
Surgeons, a Biographical Diction- 
ary gave much about him; so did 
other medical lists. He ts in Who’s 
Who in America for 1948-1949 and 
some earlier years. To convince you 
of his honesty and reputation, his 
biography follows, in brief. Born in 
Ann Arbor, Mich. on April 12, 
1877, he was first a salesman, then 
a Klondike gold miner, and once 
Editor of the Ketchikan, Alaska 
Daily Miner; served in the Spanish 
American war in the Michigan in- 
fantry; married, got his A.B. and 
M.D. degrees at the University of 
Michigan; travelled in Europe, visit- 
ing clinics; and established his prac- 
tice in the San Francisco Bay region 
in 1917, where he has been ever 
since. Altogether, he was married 
three times, had two children, and 
lived at various times in Sausalito, 
Oakland and Piedmont, -California. 
In recent years he had his office in 
Oakland at 350 29th Street. He was 
a specialist in obstetrics and gyne- 
cology, a member of many medical 
societies in these special fields, and 
was listed in the 1939-1942 editions 
of the Directory of Medical Special- 
ists for the U.S.A. His patients 
loved him, and he had very many 
friends) He was an Episcopalian, a 
Republican, and a member of Sigma 
Xi, the honorary scientific fraternity, 
also other fraternities. A letter from 
a friend of his says he had the repu- 
tation of being a hard-headed realist. 
Anything medical he wrote would 
naturally conform to the conserva- 
tive ideas of the American Medical 
Association, in which he was promi- 
nent in California. His high repu- 
tation would not be compromised by 
any uncertain excursions into guess- 
work or wishful thinking. Dr. 
Loomis retired from active practice 
about 1939 or 1940, and wrote many 
articles for magazines, including 
Readers’ Digest, based on his pro- 
fessional experiences. He wrote two 
books, Consultation Room (1939), 
and The Bond Between Us (1942). 
He died about Feb. 9 or 10, 1949, 
and according to a Piedmont, Calif. 
newspaper obituary I have seen, was 


buried there Feb. 12th. 

“Dr. Loomis was once Chief of 
the Obstetrical Staff at Samuel 
Meritt Hospital out there, and later, 
in 1931 to 1933, was on the staff of 
Fabiola Hospital at 300 Moss Ave., 
Oakland, Calif. From 1933* on, till 
his retirement, he is mentioned in 
A.M.A. lists as being Chairman of 
the Obstetrical Division of Peralta 
Hospital (which was established in ‘ 
1928, with 150 beds, etc.), and he 
is not listed as, connected with any 
other hospital since 1933. Conse- 
quently it is a safe deduction that the 
birth of the Tibetan Mediator on 
Nov. 1, 1938, by Caesarian opera- 
tion, must have been in Peralta Hos- 
pital, since the Doctor's article im- 
plies he must have had charge of 
their Obstetrical Division. He had 
his own assistant, and he could get 
their chief anesthetist to serve, on 
short notice, at 2:30 A.M. on, which 
he states is an unusual proceeding in 
itself. Therefore, I feel justified in 
taking Peralta Hospital as the place 
of birth. Its address is 434 30th 
Street, Oakland, Calif., and. Dr. 
Loomis lived quite close to it in 
1938. A street guide of Oakland, 
combined with a street map, gave 
me its location on a U. S. Geological 
Survey map, from which I scaled its 
position as Lat. 37° 49 02” North, 
Long 122° 15° 58” West.. My chart 
was based on this position. Dr. 
Loomis gave the time as 3:15:00 
A.M. (Pacific Standard time), Nov. 
1, 1938.% 

“Even supposing the birth to 
have taken place in some other hos- 
pital, it must necessarily have been 
in Oakland or Piedmont, California, 
giving nearly the same Ascendant, 
etc. in the chart. However, a phy- 
sictan 60 years old and head of his 
own special hospital division does 
not usually send his patients to other 
hospitals, So I am sure of the birth 
place. Obviously the Doctor was se- 
lected by the parents as the best man 
available, 

“T also searched for names of 
orientals belonging to the Sigma Xi 


PS oor information was given in the published ar- 
ticle. 
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fraternity. Their yearbook, Sigma 
Xi, a Half Century Record and His- 
tory for 1886-1936, shows several 
Sigma Xi men with Chinese, Japan- 
ese and Hindu names, living in 1936 
in the vicinity of Oakland, Pied- 
mont, Berkeley and San Francisco. 
Therefore this detail checks, though 
I could not deduce the name of the 
child’s father. 

“The chart I computed in 1949 
was based on Peralta Hospital at the 
time given above. I used Dalton’s 
Table of Houses and double in- 
terpolation on the house cusps. 
Having mislaid my finished copy of 
this, I have just re-computed the 
whole chart from the beginning, now 
using the new American Astrology 
Table of Houses, and for the Sun 
and Moon I now used the more 
exact data in the American Eph- 
emeris and Nautical Almanac ‘for 
1938, published by the U. S. 
Naval Observatory. I used double 
interpoliation on the house cusps, and 
fully interpolated for everything, 
using the exact astronomical formu- 
lae for correcting time. The chart is 
now exact as it can be. The house 
cusps are a few minutes more ac- 
curate now; the rest should be prac- 
tically the same. 

“T gave a copy of my 1949 version 
to a friend in Wichita, Kansas. With- 
out my knowledge, she gave a copy 
of it to a friend of hers, and the au- 
thor of the article in the Astrological 
Magazine in turn got it from him, but 
without my address, which they had 
lost somewhere. I have not seen the 
article on it, and do not know what 
magazine or issue it was in. Of 
course any opinions on the chart 
were those of the author without any 
assistance from me. 1 would not have 
gone into such lengthy details on this 
if I had not been convinced this case 
may have some real significance in 
the near future, in Asia. Such a 
youth, specially trained by Tibetan 
lamas to fulfil a fore-ordained des- 
tiny, might easily act, some years 
from now, as a peace Mediator be- 
tween RussiansCommunism and the 
rest of the world. I only hope the 
Communists cannot prevent {)'s 
from coming to pass. Too much de- 


tailed advance publicity might do so. 
“I was also interested in seeing 
what this child’s birth chart would 
have been if he had been born in 
Lhasa, Tibet at 3:15:00 A.M., their 
Local Mean Time, (instead of at 
Oakland) on Nov. 1, 1938. I com- 
puted an hypothetical chart for Lhasa 
using Dalton’s Tables of Houses and 
the same ephemeris. The Sidereal 
Time in it would have been about 5 
Hr, 53 Min. 01 Sec., or about 6% 
Min. later than Oakland. At Lhasa 
the Midheaven would be Gemini 
28° 24, 11th house Leo 0.1, 12th 
house Virgo 0.5, Ascendant Virgo 
28.5, 2nd house Libra 26.6, 3rd 
house Scorpio 26.6, with Cancer 
and Capricorn intercepted in the 
10 and, 4th respectively. The most 
of the planets would differ only 2 
or 3 minutes of arc; the Sun would 
be Scorpio 7° 47’, the Moon in 
Aquarius 14° 35°, some 8° from 
Jupiter in the 5th house, not 1° 45 
as at Oakland; the Part of Fortune 
at Lhasa would be in Sagittarius 
5.3 in the 4th instead of 9° 47’ in 
the 4th as at Oakland. I believe the 
Tibetan astrologers base their pre- 
dictions on cycles. I understand from 
Alan Leo’s works that the Hindu 
astrologers consider the critical de- 
grees of the Lunar Mansions as im- 
portant, and in the Mediator’s chart 
five planets, Saturn, Jupiter, Venus, 
and Sun and Moon, also the part of 
fortune, are all in Critical Degrees. 
I also note in my recalculated chart 
that Mercury at Scorpio 21°49 in 
the 2nd house is exactly square the 
midpoint between the Moon and 
Jupiter (within 0° 01’) at Oakland. 
“T enclose a copy of the recom- 
puted chart for Oakland, which 1s 
precise. I hope this letter will furnish 
sufficient proofs for the chart of the 
Tibetan Mediator. 
“Cordially yours, 
“James Lester Black.” 


A careful perusal of Mr. Black’s 
letter reveals that the data purported- 
ly obtained from Dr. Loomis was in 
fact merely a deduction from other 
available facts in the public record. Mr. 
Black does not state that he received 
any information directly from ° Dr. 
Loomis, and our conclusion must be, 
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therefore, that he did not receive any 
such information because on the rec- 
ord, as we have it, it was not available 
from that’source. 

Therefore, the chart published in 
1949 and presented to the public as the 
authentic horoscope of the CHILD OF 
DESTINY* was purely and nothing 
more than a speculative horoscope. 

After the publication of the alleged 
horoscope of the child, I again wrote 
to Dr. Loomis under date of February 
8, 1950. 


You will recall that I wrote to 
you in October, 1948 asking for 
further details regarding the birth 
of that child and you very kindly 
answered but explained that you 
were bound by an oath of con- 
fidence not to reveal any‘of the 
details of the birth. I considered 
that this disposed of the subject, 
not only so far as I was concerned 
but also in regard to the public in 
general. 


Recently it came to my atten- 
tion that during the past year an 
astrologer whom I know person- 
ally, a resident of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, wrote for publication and had 
published an article which gave a 
birth date accompanied by a horo- 
scope purporting to be that of the 
child subject of your article. Natu- 
rally, I was considerably mystified 
and doubted the authenticity of 
this alleged child and forthwith 
phoned the author long distance to 
ask him upon what he based his 
information, 


He told me that it was based 
upon information contained in a 
telegram from you in response to 
a telegram from him requesting 
it. I was still skeptical and re- 
quested that he send me a photo- 
static copy of the telegram. He 
agreed to do that and a few days 
later I got a letter informing me 
that he had written to the party 
from whom he hoped to get your 
message and that he would let me 
know immediately as soon as he 
heard from that party, all of which

puts a light of a certainly differ- 
ent color on the situation. 


Now all I wish to ask you, Dr. 
Loomis, is whether or not it is true 
that you gave this information to 
anyone by telegram or otherwise. 
This whole story as related by the 
author of the article in the Astrol- 
Ogy magazine smacks of literary 
and astrological faking and until I 
have proof to the contrary, I shall 
consider the horoscope published 
purely fictitious. 


At the time of writing the above 
letter I was unaware of the fact that 
Dr. Loomis had in the meantime 
passed away, but I received a prompt 
reply from Mrs. Loomis: 


Piedmont, Calif. 


“T hasten to answer your letter 
which I just received an hour ago. 
I am overcome and astounded! Dr. 
Loomis at no time or place ever gave 
anyone—not even me—the name, or 
place or any detail regarding Child 
of Destiny or any other of his num- 
erous stories. He guarded his med- 
ical secrets and information care- 
fully and never divulged them. 
Though I worked with him on all 
his stories and lived with him many 
years, I know his book characters 
only as case histories, never by a 
name. If there is any other informa- 
tion you wish, please do not hesitate 
to ask me. I shall be in New York 
the end of this month to see the re- 
lease of his picture based on his 
story Paid in Full. He helped with 
the medical and technical advice at 
Paramount last year when it was 
filmed in November when he was 
very il. 

“Your letter reached me on the 
first anniversary of my husband's 
death. Doctor Loomis left us on Feb- 
ruary 9th, 1949.

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Simultaneously I received a com- 
munication from the secretary of the 
Loomis Book Company, to wit:

“Re: Child of Destiny 

“Mrs. Loomis tells me that she has 
already replied to your letter of the 
8th. I will, however, supply a few 
additional facts for your informa- 
tion. 

“TI have handled all inquiries per- 
taining to Dr. Loomis’ books and ar- 
ticles for the past several years. He 
sometimes answered these himself 
after consulting me. I find no record 
of any request from the gentlemen 
who wrote the article you enclosed. 
If this gentleman was in contact with 
Dr. Loomis, he would have received 
the same answer that Dr. Loomis 
gave to the many people who wrote 
for more information about the 
story; he was not at liberty to give 
any further information. 

“The most important fact, which 
I think escaped your attention, is 
that this man’s chart and article are 
based on the dates used by Dr. 
Loomis in the story. The time and 
date given by Dr. Loomis was, of 
course, not the correct one. There- 
fore any person familiar with as- 
trology could make up a horoscope 
using the date and time given in the 
story and reach the same conclusions 
this man has. These conclusions, 
however, would in no way refer to 
the actual baby. Dr. Loomis and the 
other pecple concerned in the case 
were the only ones who knew the 
real time and date. I do not doubt 
that the astrologer wrote the article 
in good faith. His mistake was in 
thinking that the dates given were 
the actual ones. 

“IT do hope this will help to clear 
the matter up for you. If I can be 
of any further service please call on 
me.

Hospital, Piedmont, Calif.

Dear Sir: 

It is realized that this may be 
a rather large order but your co- 
operation will be deeply appreci- 
ated if you could and would advise 
whether or not you have any 
record of a male birth in your hos- 
pital during the years 19- or 19- 
which was of Oriental parentage 
and where the attending physician 
was Dr. Frederic Morris Loomis 
of Piedmont (now deceased). 

This birth may be further iden- 
tified by the fact that it was a 
Caesarian section. 

We received this reply: 
“Gentlemen: 

“We have received your letter of 
February 27 requesting information 
about a possible birth in this hos- 
pital in 19-- or 19--. However, we 
regret that we are unable to furnish 
you this information.

That would seem to just about dis- 
pose of the case of the CHILD OF

of view, and on that record we must 
conclude that pending the presenta- 
tion of factual evidence to the con- 
trary, any horoscopes that have been 
published in the past or that may be 
published in the future, purporting to 
be a horoscope of the “Child of Des- 
tiny” must be accepted as purely specu- 
lative and nothing more. On the evi- 
dence so far we are not even certain 
that the birth took place in the Peralta 
Hospital, in Piedmont, in California, or 
even in the United States.

ing a Fixed Sign the Japanese learned 
more in two bombings than they had 
learned in over 4,000 years of their exist- 
ence. They lost their place in the sun but

But some 40,000 to 50,000 communist 
trained Japanese, captured by Russia 
during World War Two, have been 
brought from Russia to the Korean bor- 
der; and as long ago as October, 1945, 
the Kremlin began asserting that General 
MacArthur be replaced.

And even Russia with her teeming 
millions of slaves, dare not risk such a 
resurgence at this immediate time. 


But Russia will sooner or later try a 
surprise attack and will nearly succeed. 
However, when the bomb is hurled that 
will alter the geography of the earth 
(Zechariah 14:4), it is Michael, not Rus- 
sia, who hurls it, and at his old enemy: 
Lucifer and his present-day satellites: 
God-denying nations. Ezekiel foretold 
exactly what would happen in these “Lat- 
ter Days” when the forces of evil will be 
overcome. Speaking of Russia, which 
now seems to be the menace, he says: 
“The Lord God will send a fire upon Gog 
and Magog . . . and it shall take seven. 
months to bury their dead.”

le you have the ability, in these uncer- 
tain and changing times to plan even a 
short way ahead, then you are doing the 
kind of thinking that prepares one for 
the higher money-bracket jobs, and in- 
cidentally, by that type of thinking you 
are able to protect your nervous’ system 
from many of the shocks and surprises 
that everyday life presents. Even an in- 
stallment purchase, you will agree, calls 
for a certain amount of planning. 

In a survey made on 3,700 job appli- 
cants by the Minneapolis Gas Co., se- 
curity, advancement and type of work 
were found to be most important, al- 
though not always in this order.* This 
shows clearly that people today are try- 
ing to bring into their lives a sense of 
progressive stability such as their grand- 
parents enjoyed in a slower-moving age. 
People today are trying to look ahead 
and plan ahead. 

The desire to plan for the future is 
based on an inner urge to avoid the 
hazards of chance, to eliminate waste and 
achieve the maximum results with a 
minimum of effort, by organizing activi- 
ties for greater efficiency—an attitude of 
mind characteristic of the vibrations of 
the planet Saturn, yet Saturn is a planet 
that has not received any “compliments” 
from writers of long ago. Caution, con- 
traction, crystallization, withdrawing 
rather than proceeding onward, are ideas 
they associated with Saturn. 

In that description of Saturn those 
writers of old failed to note one im- 
portant point. They acknowledged that 
Saturn rules the cardinal or movable 
sign Capricorn; they acknowledged that 
another ‘cardinal or movable . -sign, Libra, 
is the sign of Saturn’s exaltation, yet they

failed to note that those signs belong to 
the group of four pioneering signs; that 
Capricorn and Libra being pioneering 
signs and also the signs.of Saturn’s rule 
and exaltation respectively, it stands to 
reason that a certain amount of pioneer- 
thought should be attributed to Saturn. 


True, it is not the adventurous pioneer- 
ing thought of the sign Aries, nor the 
intuitive pioneering thought of the sign 
Cancer. The type of pioneer-thought 
characteristic of Saturn is the kind of 
thinking that uses as its starting point, 
business recapitulation statements, analy- 
ses covering many years of work, etc., 
such as one might expect from Saturn in 
Capricorn, or, the type of pioneer-think- 
ing that uses, as its base, a balanced state- 
ment of pros and cons, such as one might 
expect from Saturn in Libra. 


Present Opportunities 


On August 13, 1951, Saturn moved 
into the sign Libra for a stay of approx- 
imately two and one-half years. During 
that time the vibrations of Saturn will 
mingle harmoniously with the vibrations 
of the sign Libra, because of its exalta- 
tion therein. 


Libra is a sign that shows up prom- 
inently in the horoscopes of judges and 
lawyers, whose business it is to weigh 
the pros and cons of a case, and form a 
judgment based on carefully considered 
facts. Perhaps from the far corners of 
the Heavens, if we could but hear it last 
August 13th, came a loud “Hear ye! 
Hear ye!” as the black-robed judge, Sa- 
turn, was ushered into Libra, the sign 
of balance. 


How the various nations of this globe 
will respond to Saturn’s invitation to 
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think pioneeringly from a sound base of 
accumulated facts and experience, will 
depend largely upon that nation’s horo- 
scope. Again, how you and I, as indi- 
viduals, will respond to Saturn’s vibra- 
tions reaching us from Libra, will depend 
upon the placement and aspects of Saturn 
in our individual horoscopes, the place- 
ment and aspects of Mercury (the mes- 
senger), our desire to practice forward- 
thinking, and the opportunities offered by 
the country in which we live. 

Referring now to the horoscope of the 
United States (with Gemini 8:06 As- 
cendant) we find Saturn posited in Libra 
in the fifth house. In Astrology the fifth 
house is called the house of entertain- 
ment, of children, and of recreational ac- 
tivities, and if we consult an ephemeris 
for 1951, we will find transiting Saturn 
coming again to’ its natal place in Libra. 
This may cause you to lift your eye- 
brows. Saturn and recreation do not seem 
to fit together, but let us see what oppor- 
tunities of a Saturn-Libra type are being 
offered by Saturn in Libra, going double 
now. 

First, let us consider two important 
news items, one from Russia and one 
from our own country: 

Saturn and Chess 

It is a well known fact, referred to 
in a book by E. Lasker, published in 
1949 and mentioned also by a radio com- 
mentator in the Spring of this year, that 
the Russian Government actively sup- 
ports the game of Chess in the same man- 
ner that it supports physical sports. To 
quote from Mr. Lasker’s book,* “The 
Russian Chess Federation has several 
million members who are active in tour- 
nament play. Ten thousand women re- 
cently took part in preliminaries organ- 
ized for the purpose of qualifying com- 
petitors for the national woman’s title.” 

Now let us turn tothe American news 
item: In the City of Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, the Department of Municipal 
Recreation and Adult Education has 
taught Chess as an integral part of its 
recreation program for many years. Dur- 
ing the spring and summer Chess is 
taught outdoors on the city’s playgrounds, 
climaxed by a city tournament for young 
people, age six (note the age, please) to 
eighteen years.

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The type of thinking necessary for 
success in Chess indicates that Chess is 
a typically Saturn game. Benjamin Frank- 
lin, known as a man of wisdom, wrote a 
book called Morals of Chess in which he 
said, “The game of Chess is not merely 
an idle amusement ; several very valuable 
qualities of the mind, useful in the course 
of human life, are to be acquired and 
strengthened by it;” then he listed fore- 
sight, circumspection and caution. He 
could easily have been describing Saturn, 
instead of the game of Chess. 

Incidentally, and this is getting away 
from our main subject for a moment, it 
would be interesting to compare a Chess- 
conscious city like Milwaukee with other 
cities of the same size that are not Chess- 
conscious, to see how they compared in 
the matter of crime and child delinquency, 
Nowadays we hear sad stories from 
preachers and reformers about the use 
of narcotics by teen-agers, and the prac- 
tice of gambling by the youth of our 
cities. Both these practices call for a 
type of thinking that is exactly opposite 
to the reasoned, cautious thinking neces- 
sary in and developed by the game of 
Chess. Luck plays a part in gambling but 
NOT in Chess. In fact there is an old 
story (true or not true) that has come 
down to us through the ages, as to the 
origin of the game of Chess. It appears 
that the Indian Rajah Balhait had a 
gambling problem to cope with. He was 
a wise King, and he didn’t bother mak- 
ing laws against gambling, nor would he 
consider wasting the money of his Ex- 
chequer trying to enforce such laws. He 
decided that the best way to kill an idea 
was to replace it by a better one, so he 
called for. someone to invent a game that 
would replace the reckless gambling in- 
stincts of man with the safety instincts, 
and the result was: the game of Chess. 

To return now to the subject, our op- 
portunities under Saturn in Libra. The 
conservative, yet pioneer type of think- 
ing peculiar to the vibrations of Saturn 
in Libra, can be strengthened in several 
ways. I have chosen to talk about just 
one way—the game of Chess—because 
Saturn for the next two and one-half 
years will be in the fifth house, the house 
of entertainment, in the horoscope of the 
United States. 

If you have in mind the descriptions 
of Saturn by writers of old, as a retard- 
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ing, crystallizing influence only, then you 
will not view Saturn’s entry into Libra 
in the fifth house with much joy, yet 
Saturn in the fifth house does hold ex- 
citing and expendable promises for the 
future, in higher-money-bracket thinking, 
provided we train our mental apparatus. 
Let me explain. 

The work day of nearly every wage- 
earner calls for concentration on just one 
particular phase of work, which is later 
fitted into a total piece of work. Today 
most of us, even research scientists, are 
working on PIECES OF IDEAS; we 
are BIT workers. A co-worker in another 
room may be busy on another bit of the 
same piece of work or the same idea. This 
is unfortunate. It is mentally limiting, 
but it can’t be helped. It is part of the 
setup of the business world of today. 
Every now and then, however, oppor- 
tunity knocks at someone’s door. It may 
be your door next. The boss may come 
in and say, “Jones, I need someone to 
plan and oversee this whole job, so I’m 
going to take you off that piece of 
work ;” or “Miss Brown, I need someone 
to plan the work going out of this depart- 
ment, you have done well on your section 
of the work, so I-have chosen you. .. .” 
This requires a complete change-over for 
the employee from piece-thinking or bit- 
thinking, to whole-fabric or over-all 
thinking. Piece thinking is important, 
very important, but there is a higher- 
money-bracket type of thinking. 

The placement and aspects of Saturn 
in a person’s horoscope and the aspects 
of the messenger planet, Mercury, indi- 
cate whether or not that person’s think- 
ing will bear the hall-mark “Made in 
Saturn” and will tell the story about that 
person’s native ability to think whole and 
think futuristically from a solid founda- 
tion but even native ability needs de- 
velopment and strengthening by constant 
use. The game of Chess is one way—the 
recreational way. Chess develops the 
ability to distribute attention over a num- 
ber of factors. This is very important, 
especially for persons whose attention 
has been rivetted during the work-day 
on just one factor or “bit” of a large 
idea. 

This may sound like a bid for Chess 
fans. It is really a bid for Saturn fans, 
for the “Made in Saturn” type of thought 
that Saturn returning to its natal place 
in Libra naturally calls for. “Hear ye! 
Hear ye!” 


The results of research work done by 
one Astrological Organization* indicate 
that in the birth charts of 100 engineers 
the signs Leo, Libra, Scorpio and Cancer 
were prominent, that is, those signs were 
occupied by sun, moon or ascendant. In 
the charts of 100 lawyers the signs Leo, 
Libra, Sagittarius and Capricorn were 
prominent and in the charts of 100 book- 
keepers the sign Libra was prominent. 
Also, in these three professions the planet 
Saturn held a prominent place. 

Turning now to the game of Chess, I 
find that although people from many 
walks of life have been able to become 
proficient in the game of Chess, yet the 
game has had particular interest for 
mathematicians, engineers, lawyers and 
musicians. 

In the few birth dates I have been able 
to collect of persons highly proficient in 
Chess, I find Saturn actually in the signs, 
which in the charts of engineers, lawyers 
and bookkeepers stand high in prom- 
inence. Here are a few dates: 

Francois Andre Danican, usually 
known as PHILADOR, was born Sep- 
tember 7, 1726, when Saturn was retro- 
grade in its own sign Capricorn. Philador 
was a noted French Chess player and a 
musical composer. 

WILLIAM STEINITZ, born May 
17, 1836, when Saturn was in Scorpio, 
was the first Chess Master to assume the 
title of World Champion. He had studied 
engineering. 

. N. PILLSBURY, born December 
5, 1872, when Saturn was in its own sign 
Capricorn, won the world’s championship 
at Hastings in 1895. 

E. LASKER, born December 24, 1868, 
when Saturn was in Sagittarius, was by 
training a mathematician, and a Chess 
player of note. 

JOSE RAOUL CAPABLANCA, 
born November 19, 1888, when Saturn 
was in Leo, won the Chess Championship 
at Havana in 1921. 

The late RICHARD STRAUSS, 
famous pianist, liked chess as a hobby. 
He was born June 11, 1864, when Saturn 
was in Libra, the sign of its exaltation. 

MISCHA ELMAN, famous violinist, 
was born January 21, 1892 when Saturn 
was retrograde in the late degrees of 
Virgo (its harmony) and giving a pre- 
view of what to expect when it entered 
Libra. He is fond of Chess as a hobby.

Is It Jupiter? 


Have you ever compared two people 
of entirely different natures? One was 
carefree and optimistic who carried on 
without an apparent worry while the 
other was a serious and pessimistic in- 
dividual who placed the world’s burdens 
upon his weary shoulders. He is the Goat. 

This article is a comparison between 
the benefic planet, Jupiter, and the male- 
fic planet, Saturn. 

In the past, ancient astrologers desig- 


nated the Solar disciples as good, bad- 


or neutral. The neutral planets were 
strongly influenced by good and bad as- 
pects, dignities and debilities, and general 
relationships of position in the horoscope. 

These astrologers also had keywords 
for all of the important heavenly bodies 
which could be translated with similar 
meaning into all tongues. That was all 
there was to it—Jupiter was good and 
Saturn was bad. 

Let us look to their list of evaluations: 


BENEFIC MALEFIC NEUTRAL 
upiter Saturn Sun 
enus Mars Moon 
Mercury 


Today, many astrologers have added 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto to the list 
of Malefics. Is it really as bad as all that? 

Personally, we could find that there is 
really no good or bad in astrologers, no 
matter how their charts looked. It is the 
same with astrology—there are neutral 
sets of utility keys which can be used, 
misused, abused and unused. The result- 
ing good or bad would depend upon our 
understanding and ability to utilize our 
horoscopes to full advantage. 

This is the first objective which should 
place Saturn on par with Jupiter. Both 
designate traits and characteristics which 
can be utilized.

For the second objective, we must con- 
sider the keywords or utility keys of the 
two planets. 

Jupiter rules travel and vehicles of 
travel, law, commerce, transportation, 
churches, church dignitaries, sports, 
higher schools of learning, restaurant 
owners, black sheep in families, people 
who will not stay put, people in institu- 
tions, in-laws, benevolence, justice, people 
who are carefree, exaggerating, expan- 
sive, happy and optimistic. 

Saturn rules the station in life, busi- 
ness, friends, profession, royalty, reputa- 
tion, lessons, preferments, employers, the 
father, hopes, wishes, ambitions, the gov- 
ernment, death, sadness, recluses, reap- 
ing, lasting things, malevolence, people 
who stay put, who worry and fret and 
are pessimistic, those who are penurious 
and are conservative. 


Most astrologers will accept 
standard keys to these two planets. 

On a holiday, who suffers? 

Jupiter has control of the bus drivers 
and pilots who must work on this day. In- 
laws are active traveling and relatives 
come a-visiting. People in sports are kept 
busy, churches are more active, restaur- 
ants are usually full of people. Those 
confined to hospitals, d4sylums and insti- 
tutions cannot leave while visitors make 
a heavier load on the staff. Higher schools 
of learning usually assign enough home- 
work to kill the holiday. It would seem 
that Jupitereans were kept busy on this 
day. 

A Saturnine person gets off to himself. 
Businesses close—most, professional men 
find hide-aways, government offices close, 
and many of these people find it within 
themselves to carry on their daily lives 
with little or no interference of a holiday.

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The higher ups have proclaimed a day of 

rest and they are taking it. 

The second factor demonstrates how 
Jupiter as a gregarious individual can get 
himself into trouble and Saturn as an in- 
dividualist can stay out of it. 

The rulerships of each planet gives us 
the key to our third factor. 

Jupiter rules Sagittarius and Pisces 
with his exaltation in Cancer. 

1. Sagittarius and Pisces are Common 
or Following Signs covering Cadent 
Houses. Pisces and the Twelfth House 
are the weakest in the chart. Cancer ts 
the weakest of the Cardinal Signs and 
Angular Houses. 

2. Cancer and Pisces are watery, emo- 
tional, negative signs which give this 
quality to Jupiter. 

3. Jupiter is intermingled with Neptune 
and the Moon which makes for a 
moody, deceptive and changeable dis- 
position. ; 
Saturn rules Capricorn and Aquarius 

with his exaltation in Libra, 

1. Capricorn and Libra are Cardinal or 
Leading Signs covering Angular 
Houses. Capricorn and the Tenth 
House are about the strongest in the 
chart. The sign of Aquarius is fixed 
and the Eleventh House is about fifth 
strongest—just after the Fourth. 

2. Libra and Aquarius are airy, mental, 
positive signs which give this quality 
to Saturn. 

3. By rulership, Saturn is blended with 
Uranus and Venus which makes for 
an altruistic and aesthetic disposition. 
It might be added that Pisces and the 

Twelfth House have jurisdiction over 

Secret Enemies and Self Undoing with 

Jupiter there to justify these things. 

Libra and the Seventh House control the 

Public Enemies, Capricorn and the Tenth 

House rule Preferments, while Aquarius 

and the Eleventh House denote Friends 

with Saturn representing some dignity in 
these positions. 

Thus, our third factor ,has many im- 
portant sub-points. 

A possible fourth set of problems 
would lead to circular reasoning. Since 
Jupiter rules expansion and freedom 
from obstruction, and since Saturn rules 
constriction and obstruction, how far can 
expansion take place before it becomes 
obstruction? For instance, a peculiar 


angle to this is that Saturn rules tumors. 
Tumors must expand which is not true 
of Saturn, yet tumors become obstruc- 
tions. Saturn constricts, which may cause 
some obstruction to be constricted and 
then Saturn can cause freedom from ob- 
struction. 

Not only are there these four points 
used to neutralize the goodness of Jupiter 
and the badness of Saturn, there are 
many more. You may cite them in your 
work, However, it was not the purpose 
of this article to tear down Jupiter to 
Suild up Saturn. 

The article is primarily written to 
demonstrate the fact that there is really 
no good or bad parts in a horoscope. 
Many babies are born very healthy with 
highly afflicted charts and many people 
die with strongly well-aspected charts. 
We now know that there are usable 
natures or characteristics which are 
brought into focus in horoscopes at cal- 
culated times. The Utility Keys to these 
natures are understood by practice, un- 
derstanding and experience. The Good or 
Bad depends upon their Use, Misuse, 
Abuse or Non-use.

The Philosophy of Number 


The Numerical Measurement of the Uranian °50’s 


Ir MAY NOT BE amiss to give a short 
review of the calendar pattern which 
forms the basis for the interpretations, 
explanations and predictions covered by 
this series. 

First, 1 and 9, adding to 1, the “Cen- 
tury Number’—a century in which hu- 
man civilization must discover the true 
relationship of, and arbitration between, 
individualism (1) and brotherhood (9). 
A hundred years starting out with the 
full values of the rugged individualism 
of old world capitalism, a system of 
property rights rather than human rights, 
forced to meet and at first refuse collecti- 
vism, social and industrial product of a 
technological advance. 

The first fifty years has seen individu- 
alistic private enterprise, the rights of 
inherited and privileged interests, attack- 
ed by socialistic and now communistic 
ideologies; by collectivism, calling itself 
“Democracy,” which highlights human 
freedoms but merely as economic, finding 
justification for the collective ignorance 
of human potentials and an excuse for 
general non-entity in the phrase “all men 
were created equal,” which in the terms 
of the American conception of Democ- 
racy specifically implies equality of op- 
portunity. In all other respects it may be 
accepted as only potentially true. In terms 
of individual circumstances of the mo- 
ment of course it is in point of fact 
patently false and as a practical proposi- 
tion offends creation and all the laws of 
nature. 

The 1950’s usher in the last half of 
this Century which can achieve democ- 
racy in creative thought and action. The 
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period from 1949 to 1960 is termed “The 
decade number of 5”—a nine-year period 
in which the Uranian, atomic, electronic 
discoveries, their application to daily liv- 
ing will outdistance and transcend, more 
completely than ever, old standards of 
human, moral and spiritual values, creeds 
and patterns and make impossible human 
loyalty to them which vested authorities 
would enforce, even at the cost of human 
life and happiness, so that their own 
economies and their way of life might 
have future guarantees of safety. 

Wiser men in the camps of dictatorship 
and selfish individualism, and still wiser 
men, thinking and working for the intel- 
ligent freedom of mankind (1 v. 9 of the 
Century Numbers), but more honestly 
disdaining to use nationalism as a propa- 
ganda device to stir up hate while pro- 
fessing a desire for peace, know well that 
chaos can hardly be immediately avoided 
as the daily experience in any nation. 

The leadership, at home and abroad, 
that is still promised to promote the mate- 
rial advantages of pressure groups form- 
ed on thé old capitalistic and the new 
technological production, toward the 
seizing of power and authority in the 
modern world, has gone far to strengthen 
their resources toward the inevitable 
struggle. This effort has been supported 
by all the political, trade, military and in- 
dustrial means open to modern nations, 
during 1950-1. In fact, one might say 
that this first of the nine years of the 5 
Decade has set the old and the new an- 
tagonists for world authority, in their re- 
spective “corners of the ring,” now ~ 
awaiting “the bell.” 
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With the Decade No. 5 in mind, it 
could be said that the “Referee” of the 
struggle will be the unpredictable meas- 
ure of higher intelligence known to the 
student of Astrology as Uranus or as 
“science” to the average individual, who 
has been miseducated so that “all he 
knows” is what his senses tell him and 
“what he reads in the papers.” 

Each year of the Decade, there will be 
experienced a phase of its unpredict- 
ability, surprise, change, expediency, pro- 
crastination, uncertainty, illusion, falsifi- 
cation. Throughout the world, current 
leadership is likely to be of the type most 
suited to hurry the transition during their 
tenures of office. Civilization at this point 
of transition, rather than being ready to 
establish any new and better world, must 
be further divested of its older national, « 
religious, social and traditional standards, 
especially those that began to be so posi- 
tive in the materialistic century of the 
seventeen hundreds, and which have since 
only grudgingly given way to the de- 
mands of an abundant physical, mental 
and emotional living, promised by the 
advance of pure science and its applica- 
tion, not alone to man’s physical health 
and economy, but to the development of 
his mental and spiritual Self. 


The Universal Year Vibration 


In the present year of 1951, we ex- 
perienced, in the months of July, August 
and September, the events which revealed 
the peak of the No. 7 Universal year 
Vibration (1+9-+-5+-1 equals 16 or 7) 
and the No. 1 year of the No. 5 Decade. 

Speaking of this “7 year” in a former 
article, it was said that a check of previ- 
ous 7s in national and world history had 
not found them to be actual war years. 
This numeral 7 is more Neptunian in 
character and therefore the many expo- 
sures of scandals, of rackets throughout 
the nation during the early Summer and 
the deeper revelations of State and Fed- 
eral corruption which September has pro- 
duced, have proved 1951-7 to merge into 
more of a political confusion at home 
than of war abroad. 

Considering the nearness of War as 
the result of the No. 6 Year of 1950, and 
the national defense effort and war prep- 
arations carried into the Spring of 1951, 
it could be said that July, a No. 5 month 






resulting from the addition of two ele- 
ments of 7 (July the 7th month of a 7th 
year), gave the nation something of a 5- 
surprise, in the Peace talks on the Korean 
Front. 

As these parleys were not completed 
by the end of July, the scene of public 
attention would naturally shift back, with 
the assistance of political propaganda, to 
thought of war and continued preparation 
for same, and there would be some highly 
significant happenings on the Home 
fronts, throughout the month of August. 

Any talks toward a cessation of fight- 
ing anywhere, sometimes termed “Peace,” 
would need the pressure of September, 
the “7 month in fhe 7 year” numerologi- 
cally, and a better time than even July, to 
continue and conclude arrangements for 
ending any military conflict. 

By the addition of the “Decade No. 5” 
and the “End No. 1” of this year, there 
is obtained the number 6; a lesser accent 
on War than was seen in 1950, but indi- 
cating the continuance of war condition, 
and the progress of adjustments, obliga- 
tions, restrictions in the daily social, 
political, industrial and economic experi- 
ence within these United States, in Great 
Britain, France and Germany. 

The writer continues to observe, 
through the measurement of the No. 7, a 
depressive year in 1951, especially from 
May Ist to the end of November, with 
special angles observed in National mar- 
kets, at home and abroad. Of course this 
is a new kind of Depression, but there 
have been signs, as the July and August 
price wars in the retail merchandising 
fields, familiar to the depressions of for- 
mer years. The new style economists in 
Washington-have carried out a new anti- 
Depression program and it has worked 
in part. Previously, even as recently as 
1941, War economy and the preparation 
and alerting of the nation for it, with the 
government taking thousands from the 
production of civilian goods, to the manu- 

facture of machines and instruments of 
war, followed an economic depression as 
a remedy. In the new cycle of economic 
experimentation (commencing 1945), the 
remedy was applied as a preventive meas- 
ure, which led many persons to believe 
that the year of 1951 would pass without 
any signs of Depression appearing; hav- 
ing in mind the nation-wide step-up in 
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employment which seemed to be promis- 
ed by government spending for defense. 

Speaking of adjustments, related to the 
No. 7 year, October is likely to produce 
some political events of interest to the 
Nation. 

Some of these events will have a very 
direct bearing upon the coming Presiden- 
tial election of 1952, because as always, 
for the individual who can read between 
the lines of the News, this October will 
reveal a shadow of the political develop- 
ments of the cgming year. 

One of the things in line for October 
(September 25th to Oct. 23rd) is that the 
Republican Party will settle upon a pros- 
pect who will carry their banner next 
Fall. In the Democratic carap, and the 
Administration that has held office since 
1932, there will also be some leveling off 
and some adjustments. 

President Truman, an able representa- 
tive of the current themes of the No. 5 
(Id. 5. Exp. 5. 7 P. of L.), seems to 
have unconsciously, by being himself, ful- 
filled an analysis by Number made in the 
Numerological forecast of National Life 
in 1950 (American Astrology). His diff- 
culty in saying or doing quite the right 
thing, to keep in public favor, or even to 
gain the help and support of Congress for 
the programs to which he was committed, 
seems to have proceeded steadily through 
the months. The developments within the 
Party make interesting reading during 
September, and measurements seem to 
indicate that the Powers that be will let 
it be known, before the end of the coming 
month of November, that they will not 
offer him as the Democratic candidate in 
1952. A perusal of Mr. Truman’s nu- 
merological chart would seem to show 
that he has demonstrated a good deal of 
the Neptunian protection of his No. 7 
Path of Life, the “luck” of his experi- 
ence, in avoiding as much high, dynamic 
public and personal tragedy as he has, 
from October of 1950. This tragic period 
lasts until December 1951. 


General Eisenhower 


Under the influence of August, the 
President gave the green light to Gen. 
Eisenhower‘to attempt the nomination of 
1952. 

Gen, Ike was analyzed Numerically by 
the writer in American Astrology Maga- 
sine, of September 1945. Part of the 





comment then was, “6, the number of 
hope groups, communities, clubs, patri- 
otism, combined with the plain citizen 
Ideality of No. 4, makes him a ‘natural’ 
for a position of national importance, 
where he must be unswerving in his ser- 
vice as earth-4 itself, and yet assume the 
duties of harmonizer and adjuster of 
many different phases of operation.” 

This was written upon his appointment 
as chief of the Administrative forces in 
Germany, a position which he discharged 
with the exercise of his tact, diplomacy 
and patience, his natural Expression as 
arbitrator. 

With the No. 9 for his last and present 
“life cycle,’ the General seems to be 
finding it difficult to go into any retire- 
ment. Destiny pushes him into public life, 
into positions where he must socially and 
to the world in general, interpret his 
practical philosophy of the need for men 
serving each other. Outwardly he is often 
non-committal, amiable, gracious, but of- 
ten leaving many guessing. Inwardly, this 
manner of the politician has little founda- 
tion or support from his own ideals. He 
might prefer a position, if it seemed he 
could not escape the duty of it, away 
from the White House, and his Pattern 
shows no strong likelihood that he will be 
successfully wooed by either Democratic 
or Republican Parties, to accept their 
candidacy. 

Two other men in the news, who do 
seem on their way to Washington for key 
posts, are W. Averill Harriman and Eric 
Johnson. The former could hold office as 
Secretary of State, and the latter could 
run as Vice-President. 

Both of these prospects would be made 
more certain of course should it happen 
that Mr. Truman should be nominated, 
but. although they are liked by him’ per- 
sonally, their own Life Patterns numero- 
logically show some interesting changes 
and advances possible for late 1952 and 
1953. 

Eric A. Johnson was spotted as future 
Presidential material in an article in 
American Astrology, November 1944. 
“According to Numerological patterns 
the greatest period of Mr. Johnson’s 
whole life, for putting into full national 
and international expression the value of 
his progressive leadership, will commence 


with 1948.”

PART II 


Minor Planets 


In the previous article the pattern of 
retrogradation of the major planets re- 
vealed their indirect motion at the times 
of the Sun’s OPPOSITION to them. 
The reverse is true of the minor planets, 
for it is Venus’ and Mercury’s CON- 
JUNCTIONS with the Sun which de- 
termine their periods of retrogradation. 

Speaking astronomically, the minor 
planets, lying between the earth and the 
Sun, both travel faster than the earth 
around the Sun, either behind or ahead 
of i, in zodiacal longitude. This is one 
fact which makes their retrograde peri- 
ods similar to one another and quite dif- 
ferent from that of the major planets. 
Another reason is their motion which 
may be slower or faster or the same as 
that of the Sun. These are the two basic 
factors that govern the minor planets’ 
patterns, 

The formula for ascertaining the 
cycles of retrogradation for either Venus 
or Mercury is not simple. To say that 
Venus goes retrograde for about six 
weeks every year and a half and Mer- 
cury for about three weeks three or four 
times a year, gives the best general idea. 
But to pin down exact dates and posi- 
tions or nearly exact ones, as one is more 
or less able to do with the major planets, 
while not altogether impossible, is more 
difficult with the minor planets. The pat- 
terns of both Venus’ and Mercury’s mo- 
tions are so complicated that explana- 
tions regarding them will be confined 
only to the necessary astrological in- 
formation, omitting the more technical 
details, for greater comprehension by the 
average student. When the laws apply- 


ing to retrogradation are understood, the 
patterns of the cycles will be more readily 
intelligible. 


Venus’ Pattern 


Venus’ movement through the zodiac 
makes ever-repeating patterns of nine- 
teen months. Each of these patterns in- 
cludes two conjunctions of Vou with 
the Sun, one when she is in direct mo- 
tion and the other when she is indirect. 
The conjunction of the Sun with Venus 
when she is in direct motion is called 
a superior conjunction, and the one with 
Venus indirect is called an inferior con- 
junction. During the nine-and-a-half 
month interval from the superior con- 
junction to the inferior conjunction 
Venus travels ahead of the Sun in zodi- 
acal longtitude, and from the inferior 
conjunction to the superior conjunction 
she travels for nine-and-a-half months 
behind the Sun. 

Since Venus retrogresses for about 
six weeks, the entire pattern may be di- 
vided in two periods: the interval of 
slightly less than eighteen months from 
the date of her stationary-direct position 
to the date of her stationary-retrograde 
position, and the six-weeks interval of 
the retrogradation. (Round numbers are 
being used for convenience inasmuch as 
at times these patterns vary slightly.) 

Taking the 18th-month period first, it 
is separated into two spans of nine 
months each. In the first span, with the 
direct station as the starting-point, Venus 
travels behind the Sun until she reaches 
the superior canjunction with it; in the 
second span, after the conjunction, 
Venus proceeds ahead of the Sun until 
she turns retrograde. Each of the spans 
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is sub-divided into two parts. In the first 
part of the first span, it is two months 
from the time Venus turns direct until 
she reaches. her maximum distance of not 
more than 48° behind the Sun; and in 
the second part, while from that point 
she is travelling faster than the Sun, it 
is seven months until she reaches the su- 
perior conjunction with it. The first part 
of the second span begins with this con- 
junction and lasts another seven months 
until Venus is at her maximum distance 
of not more than 48° ahead of the Sun; 
then the second part is of two months’ 
duration until Venus turns retrograde. 

The retrograde period itself may also 
be evenly divided. During the first three 
weeks, with Venus still ahead of the Sun, 
she is moving backward zodiacally until 
she meets the oncoming Sun, thus form- 
ing the inferior conjunction. After this 
conjunction, with Venus now behind the 
Sun, she continues to regress for three 
weeks until she goes direct. 

These two periods, the 18-month and 
the retrogradation, form the entire pat- 
tern which then repeats. 


Venus’ Motion 


Venus’ motion is an integral part of 
this pattern. Referring again to the di- 
visions of the period, during the first 
two months of the first span, from the 
time Venus goes direct until she reaches 
her maximum distance behind the Sun, 
she is travelling more slowly than the 
Sun. In other words, Venus’ motion is 
less than approximately one degree daily, 
so that the Sun progresses faster through 
the zodiac until it leaves Venus about 
48° behind it. When this maximum sepa- 
ration occurs, Venus, whose speed has 
gradually been increasing since she 
turned direct, is travelling at the same 
rate as the Sun. She continues to pick up 
speed, and since she now moves faster 
than the Sun, in seven months of gain- 
ing ground she finally overtakes it. From 
the time of the superior conjunction 
Venus proceeds at her fastest speed for 
about four months. Then her speed starts 
to: diminish, but as it is still faster than 
the Sun’s, she is moving further and 
further ahead of it until about three 
months later (seven months in all from 
the conjunction), she reaches her max- 
imum distance of not more than 48° 
ahead of the Sun, at which time her 





rate of motion is the same as the Sun’s, 
Then her speed becomes less than the 
Sun’s and gradually decreases until in 
two months she turns retrograde. 


During the period of her retrograda- 
tion Venus’ motion is quite slow. At her 
stationary-retrograde position she comes 
to a standstill one sign, or about 30°, 
ahead of the Sun. Then she gradually 
gains a little speed, but in reverse mo- 
tion. It takes her three weeks to regress 
about 10° during which time the Sun has 
moved forward about 20° to meet her 
at this point in the zodiac. After this 
conjunction (inferior—with Venus _in- 
direct) the Sun continues on leaving 
Venus behind it, while she retrogresses 
another 10° during the next three weeks, 
gradually slowing down. At her station- 
ary-direct position, Venus is one sign, or 
about 30°, behind the Sun. As previous- 
ly mentioned, Venus now starts on her 
18-month period at a slower rate than 
the Sun and behind it. 


Venus’ 1948 Retrogradation 


A specific example of Venus’ pattern 
can be shown by using Venus’ retrogra- 
dation in 1948. The retrograde period 
preceding this occurred in the autumn of 
1946, with Venus going direct on De- 
cember 8th. Nearly two months later, on 
January 27, 1947, Venus reached the 
maximum distance behind the Sun. On 
this occasion the separation between them 
was 47°, Venus being at 20° Sagittarius 
and the Sun at 7° Aquarius. She had 
gradually been gaining speed and on that 
date her daily motion was the same as 
the Sun’s; but from then on it became 
faster until a little over seven months 
later she. caught up with the Sun. The 
Sun-Venus superior conjunction — took 
place in 11° Virgo on September 3, 1947. 
Then Venus advanced ahead of the Sun 
at her maximum speed (1° 15’ a day) 
for nearly four months, when on De- 
cember 21st she began to slow down. Her 
motion kept declining until April 15, 
1948, when it became the same as the 
Sun’s, at which date she was her furthest 
distance ahead of the Sun, Venus being 
at 11° Gemini and the Sun at 25° Aries. 
For the next seven weeks she continued 
to travel ahead of the Sun but at a slower 
rate which gradually diminished pre- 
paratory to her turning retrograde. 
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In this 1948 retrogradation period 
Venus was stationary at 11° Cancer. It 
will be noticed that there is a semi-sextile 
(or 30°) of Venus to the Sun at each 
stationary position. 


Venus’ Cycle 


One of the most fascinating things 
about Venus’ retrogradations is the de- 
sign of her patterns. This design con- 
sists of five patterns constituting a repe- 
titious cycle. Rather than take the Venus 
retrograde and direct stations separately 
in order to discover when Venus will 
turn direct and indirect, it is more 
logical to measure the midpoint of each 
retrogradation—that is,.the conjunction 
of the Sun with Venus retrograde. Five 
of these inferior conjunctions will make 
a Venus cycle, as will five of the su- 
perior conjunctions. These two separate 
cycles, each of which repeats at 8-year 
intervals, are much the same, as will be 
evident in these explanations. 

Taking the Sun-Venus superior con- 
junctions first, one cycle consists of the 
five conjunctions of five 19-month pat- 
terns. Each of these conjunctions takes 
place in a different sign, and these signs 
maintain the same order of sequence in 
every cycle. That is, the same five signs 
reduplicate consecutively in ever-repeat- 
ing cycles every eight years. The con- 
junctions start at 29° and work down 
at about 2° intervals until they reach 0°, 
whereupon they begin taking place in the 
next sign backward in the zodiac. There- 
fore the only change of successive sign- 
pattern that occurs is when the conjunc- 
tion shifts from one sign to another. 
Inasmuch as a conjunction must fall 
fourteen or fifteen times in one sign, and 
as the same sign repeats only once every. 
eight years, it is evident that a particular 
sign will recur cyclically over a long 
period—for over one hundred years in 
fact. The changes from one sign to an- 
other do not happen simultaneously with 
all five signs in one cycle, but rather 
alternately, so that while one conjunction 
may be starting in a certain sign and 
others may be at different degrees in 
their individual signs, another conjunc- 
tion may be shifting. 

These cycles will be more intelligible 
after studying the recent patterns of the 
Sun-Venus superior conjunctions.

It will be noticed that each of these 
cycles consists of the five signs—Taurus 
(later Aries), Scorpio, Cancer, Aquarius 
and Virgo—repeating in that order in 
every cycle. In each cycle the conjunc- 
tions have taken place at about 2° less 
than their former positions. The Scorpio 
pattern, the conjunction being in 29° 
Scorpio in 1926, obviously started that 
year after shifting from Sagittarius. 
After the conjunction in 1° Taurus in 
1933 the next series of conjunctions for 
that pattern started in Aries at 29° in 
1941, and therefore they will continue to 
repeat in that sign for over one hundred 
years. The next sign which will change 
will be that of Cancer to Gemini in about 
four more cycles, or in about thirty 
years. 


As for time, since there is a differ- 
ence of approximately 2° in the positions 
of the conjunctions in each cycle, it is 
always about two days short of eight 
years from the conjunctaon in a certain 
sign to the next in the same sign. With 
these facts it is quite simple to predict 
the future Sun-Venus superior conjunc- 
tions. Since the conjunction following 
the 1939 Virgo one took place in 29° 
Aries on April 19, 1941, the next con- 
junction after the 10° Virgo one on Sep- 
tember 3, 1947, occurred at 27° Aries on 
April 17, 1949. The ensuing conjunction 
occurred at 21° Scorpio on November 13, 


1950. 


The Sun-Venus inferior conjunctions 
make exactly the same patterns, and con- 
sequently produce the same cycles, as the 
Sun-Venus superior conjunctions already 
outlined. It is interesting to compare 
their designs. Quite recent Sun-Venus in- 
ferior conjunctions are as follows: 
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7/1/24 10° Cancer 
2/7/26 18° Aquarius 
9/10/27 17° Virgo 
4/19/29 29° Aries 
11/22/30 0° Sagittarius 
6/29/32 7° Cancer 
2/5/34 16° Aquarius 
9/8/35 15° Virgo 
4/18/37 28° Aries 
11/20/38 27° Scorpio 
6/26/40 5° Cancer 
2/2/42 13° Aquarius 
9/6/43 13° Virgo 
4/15/45 25° Aries 
11/17/46 25° Scorpio 
6/24/48 3° Cancer 


From these cycles it is simple to deduce 
that they not only consist of repeating 
patterns with 2° differences as in the 
Sun-Venus superior conjunctions, but 
that they contain exactly the same signs 
consecutively as appear in the other cycle. 
The only dissimilarity lies in the years in 
which they occur. It will be noted that 
when a conjunction has taken place in a 
certain sign in the Sun-Venus direct 
cycle, it repeats in the Sun-Venus retro- 
grade cycle exactly four years later, or 
vice versa. There is never more than one 
or two degrees (or one or two days) 
difference between them. Thus the two 
cycles are interwoven. 


From the foregoing lists it can be pre- 
dicted from the last conjunction, in either 
the same or the other cycle, when and 
where the next inferior conjunction will 
fall. Since in the same cycle the last con- 
junction (in list above) occurred in 13° 
Aquarius on Feb. 1, 1946, and in the last 
Sun-Venus direct cycle the last one took 
place in 14° Aquarius on Feb, 2, 1942, 
the next conjunction during retrograda- 
tion was bound to be around 12° Aquar- 
ius about January 31, 1950, 


The exact degrees and dates of Venus’ 
retrograde and direct stations are a little 
more difficult to establish with certainty. 
Since Venus regresses an average of six- 
teen degrees in a retrograde period of. six 
weeks, a fair measure of accuracy is as- 
sured by adding eight degrees and three 
weeks to the calculated conjunction for 
the retrograde station and by subtracting 
eight degrees and three weeks for the 
direct station. Thus, in 1950, Venus went 
retrograde at around 20 Aquarius (12° 


There 


is never 


Aquarius at the estimated conjunction 
plus eight degrees) on January 10th 
(three weeks prior to the calculated date 
of the conjunction of January 31st) ; and 
she turned direct at approximately 4° 


‘ Aquarius (12° Aquarius minus eight de- 


grees) on February 20th (three weeks 
later than the calculated conjunction). 


Therefore, with knowledge of these 
cycles, the periods of Venus’ retrograda- 
tions, as well as her conjunctions with 
the Sun while in direct motion, may be 
ascertained, for either the past or the 
future, with relatively accurate precision.

Anp the affairs of school-boys and 
children are evident in the lunation em- 
phasis on fifth house matters for this 
Nation during October—quite as you'd 
expect they’d be in an ordered universe. 
But, more about them later. First, let’s 
take a “world-side” view. I am reminded 
of my wrist watch when I study a collec- 
tion of lunation charts for the countries 
involved in world government. Consider- 
ing the United States figure by itself is 
like glancing at the face of your watch: 
of itself a fairly simple matter to the 
trained astrologer. In “telling time,” 
however—when you think about it—con- 
siderable foreknowledge lies behind this 
taken-for-granted habit. (And only Oc- 
cidentals are such slaves to clocks . 

and have so many watches.) It is doubt- 
ful if one person in ten thousand con; 
siders the wheels behind the hands that, 
themselves, go circling round the twelve 
hour-divisions of a watch’s face (so like 
a horoscope) when he looks to see what 
time it is. In astrology, there’s always 
one chart—or wheel, as it is sometimes 
called—that is the “face” to the beholder: 
in genethliacal astrology—his own; in 
mundane astrology—his country’s. Each 
chart, like each wheel in a watch, has a 
“movement all its own,” which in turn is 
synchronized to the movement of others, 
and, when these are assembled they give 
us a report of “the time’—local and 
world-wide. 

For a clearer understanding then of 
any situation—personal or mundane—it 
is more revealing to consider the several 
wheels involved. A chart, by itself, may

seem uncomplicated, but studied with 
others to which it is affinitized, it pre- 
sents an entirely different picture. So, for 
the wheel—possibly the balance wheel 
this month—in our world-side “watch” 
the first important chart to be considered 
behind the U. S. “face” might well be 
that of: 


England 


The fate of a number of the lesser 
nations in the Near East hinges upon the 
present impasse involving Britain and 
Iran. The lunation for London comes in 
the second house—a financial setting— 
with Saturn close at its heels. This can 
mean even more stringent economy for 
the already economy-ridden English. If 
it is true, as I heard over the air recently, 
that taxes already take 40% of an Eng- 
lishman’s income, then October will in- 
deed bring melancholy days—the saddest 
of the year—over there, for there seems 
to be need ahead for even more sacrifice 
on the part of the people. 

By house position, the lunation is in 
the second, but-on the cusp of the third. 
This highlights affairs ruled by both 
those houses: communications, transpor- 
tation systems could be interrupted, slow- 
ed, or even halted by strikes. There may 
be air disasters in which some prominent 
movie people lose their lives. 

The British-Iranian oil crisis appears 
no nearer solution now than during last 
month, Mars, in the London chart’s first 
house—near the fixed star, Regulus—has 
regal reference. The affairs of the royal 
family may be spotlighted. The King’s 
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health may not be improved, but it ap- 
pears that nothing should interfere with 
Princess Elizabeth’s contemplated visit to 
Canada, and to the United States, where 
she and her husband, Prince Philip, are 
the invited guests of President Truman 
and his family at Blair House. The grave 
responsibilities this young woman must 
eventually bear as Queen of England re- 
quires first-hand impressions of the 
world beyond her “Tight Little Isle.” 
Hereditary rulers benefit more from the 
less formal experiences and travels of 
their pre-ruling days than afterwards, so 
it is good that Elizabeth can travel now. 
Regulus can bestow wealth and honor, 
but can also bring an aftermath of com- 
plications. Mars conjunct Regulus has a 
warlike interpretation. It could mean 
Britain no longer avoids violence in Iran, 
but resorts to armed: force to protect her 
nationals and investments there. With the 
Sun-Moon opposing Jupiter in Aries in 
the 9th: religion per se looms large in 
the situation now. The population of Iran 
may be mass-incited on religious, as well 
as nationalistic grounds, to resist the op- 
erations of the British in their country. 
It follows, then, that the next wheel 
of importance would be the one that is 
the reactor to current affairs in England: 


Iran 


In the chart set up for Tehran, the 
capital of old Persia—or Iran—we find 
the lunation has Saturn in the first house, 
with Mercury close to the first’s cusp, 
and Venus in the 12th, which is further 
confirmation that both financial and re- 
ligious motives seem to be the twir barbs 
spurring the Iranians into rebellion 
against the foreign syndicate. This is as 
it conversely appears in the London 
wheel. Jupiter is in the 7th, with afflic- 
tions to the cardinal angles. Whatéver 
the flare-up—although serious while it 
lasts—it should not be of long duration. 

Since it is an open secret that Russia 
is watching developments in Iran and 
Arabia to cue her future moves, the next 
wheel then to be considered should be 
that of: 

Russia 

The October lunation for Moscow 
finds Mars in the 12th, which seems to 
bear out the public suspicion that Russia 
is actively at work in a widespread under- 
cover campaign of war-instigation, ag- 





gressively inciting the Iranians and other 
Near Eastern nations to evict the Eng- 
lish and American corporations, so that 
she can move in with her skilled slave- 
labor, and—without firing a gun or losing 
a soldier—take possession. 

From an astrological point-of-view, it 
appears to be quite evident that Russia 
has assessed her campaign very care- 
fully—both in China and in the oil coun- 
tries of the Near East—and has con- 
cluded that now she has the Communist 
China situation well enough in hand for 
her purposes, she can take her eyes off it 
and let them work out their own peace. 
Her methods of warfare are in nobody’s 
book but her own. No open declarations; 
no clearcut victories. Ideological. 


. “Divide and conquer.” . . . Do- 
mination. . Confiscation. . . . Iron 
Curtain ! 


In China, Russia’s tactics had of neces- 
sity to be varied. But with defeat almost 
upon the Communist Chinese, she devel- 
oped the truce at Kaesong from New 
York City to provide them “a breather.” 
It is really amazing how she has gotten 
the world to entertain Jacob Malik’s cry 
of “King’s X” from his surprise peace 
proposal over American air, just twenty- 
two hours before the first anniversary of 
the Korean 38th Parallel “incident.” She 
has staged her moves since then so subtly 
that historians may find it hard to explain 
“the truce” to posterity, having been so 
neatly engineered to appear as a capitula- 
tion on the part of the United Nations. 

My newspaper this morning (7/28/51) 
breaks the story of an interview with a 
“briefing officer” (name not given) in 
the Pentagon, but: “The high command 
of the U. S. Armed Forces” however, 
“publicly washed its hands . . . of a 
Pentagon officer’s statement that while 
U. N. forces have halted their offensive 
in Korea, the Communists have taken ad- 
vantage of the cease-fire talks to make a 
‘tremendous buildup’ of their strength.” 
The “briefing officer” is said to have 
given International News Service an in- 
terview, and quotes him as saying: “The 
Communists in Korea were ‘hanging on 
the ropes’ when truce talks began, but 
the Reds since have massed new strength 
while some United Nations’ troops have 
been withdrawn to Japan.” The article 
further comments that “the timing of his 
statement was surprising,’ coming 
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“shortly before U. N. and Communist 
negotiators at Kaesong resumed talks on 
the touchy question of setting up a buffer 
zone between the opposing forces in 
Korea.” 


Such a news release now (7/28/51) 
is but an advance hint of the situation 
which will become common and verifiable 
knowledge during the October lunation 
in the affairs of: 


Communist China 


A complete reading of the lunation 
chart for this struggling world entity 
would tell quite a story—a far longer 
story than I here have time to develop, 
but it seems to bear out the astrologically 
deduced conclusion made from the Rus- 
sian chart, that she intends to let Com- 
munist China fend for herself. The China 
campaign, the “Korea incident,” hasn't 
gone as Russia really planned at all, but 
she still achieved some of her objectives. 
The Korean operation proved too long 
and too costly to suit the Russian strate- 
gists. She likes to soften up her intended 
prey, move in fast—with a minimum ex- 
penditure of her own materiel and man- 
power—and let the native populations do 
the fighting and bear the costs. A news 
story published at the time of the second 
or third truce meeting—when it appeared 
the truce would fail—considered in the 
light of China’s lunation wheel for Octo- 
ber, becomes highly believable. It re- 
ported that when the U. N. military dele- 
gates threatened to break off negotiations 
because of the barring of news corres- 
pondents, one of the Communist Chinese 
officers broke down and cried—hardly 
the conduct of an imperturbable Chinese. 
This man, however, knew perhaps only 
too well the state of internal affairs that 
the October stars wilf surface, as follows: 

Mars in the 9th: an indication that 
Communist China’s ally will desert her, 
and that she must, perforce, make what- 
ever face-saving peace she can, or suffer 
even more bitter punishment through an- 
other winter of war. However, China will 
never be completely dominated by any 
outside power. With Venus exactly on 
the 10th house cusp, Communist China is 
quite sincere about effecting peace 
through these negotiations. Her planets 
are not so partial as they have been, but 
are moving towards patterns which show 
her shortly to be deeply concerned and 
occupied with serious internal disorders. 


The Venus position also indicates she 
needs money for just about every- 
thing . and needs it badly. As I 
write, these things are not too much in 
evidence, but doubtless will be as plain 
as print can make them by October. Her 
present troubles are the birth pangs of 
the new national entity to come forth 
from the union of her ancient culture 
and the spirit of the new age now walk- 
ing the byways of the world. 


India 


In relation to the other national charts 
this month, India’s appears to be ‘only 
one of the little wheels, seemingly not 
too much involved with what goes on 
outside her borders. Her internal dissen- 
sions, however, become more _ trouble- 
some. Conflicts with and uprisings against 
Pakistan appear to continue; famine and 
much suffering for the masses are indi- 
cated in many of her provinces. In an 
ancient land, where life always seems to 
have been cheap, changes are bought at 


‘a terrific price, and progress is very slow. 


But change, too, is on the march in India. 


The Japanese Treaty 


The treaty, as I write, is no doubt in 
process of preparation.: But when this 
issue of American Astrology hits the 
newsstands, the Peace Treaty Confer- 
ence, set for San Francisco September 4, 
1951, will doubtless have been concluded. 
A glance at the old Japanese Constitution 
chart, however, set up for Tokyo, Febru- 
ary 11, 1889, may afford us a little in- 
sight. The discussions—if they are car- 
ried out as planned—follow an eclipse of 
the Sun, which opposed the radical Mer- 
cury and Pluto, with Mercury progressed, 
squarely hit by Jupiter, which squares 
Uranus, indicating that Japan has little 
real power at this time, and generally 
accepts the terms offered to her. The 
1889 constitution chart has Saturn op- 
posing the Sun from the 4th to the 10th, 
the aspect that led to Japan’s downfall— 
in spite of a grand air trine (Sun-Aquar- 
ius ; Moon-Gemini ; Uranus-Libra). Nep- 
tune in Taurus, conjunct the fixed star, 
Aldebaron, shows the shortsightedness 
that led her to attack this nation and 
bring us into the second World War. 

It will be highly interesting to study 
Japan’s new planetary imprint—based on 
the signing of the peace pact at San Fran- 
cisco.

Lunation for the U. S. 


The October lunation for the United 
States occurs September 30, 1951, at 
8:49 p.m. L.M.T., Washington, D. C. 
The “face” of the world watch—for 
Americans—discovers. the _ lunation’s 
“hand” points to the fifth house. We find 
it in a huddle with Mercury, Saturn and 
Neptune, Jupiter, in the 11th, is making 
the opposition to the Sun-Moon and 
Saturn. Having just finished 28 days 
when lively legislative issues were to the 
forefront, the population is, more con- 
cerned now with personal matters: set- 
tling down again after summer vacations ; 
getting the children reclothed and ready 
for school ; putting in coal for the winter ; 
and otherwise grimly facing up to skim- 
pier budgets because of the increased 
taxation. 

The first aspect to challenge attention 
is the Sun-Moon conjunction with Nep- 
tune, opposing Jupiter : this indicates an 
undercurrent of personal and _ political 
frustrations in Washington; confused 
and bewildered legislators; jumbled and 
stymied legislation. 

Social and political scandals may be 
aired. The reputation and standing of 
some prominent national statesman may 
be blasted. The people and the executive, 
it seems, are at variance on a number of 
issues, and the president’s popularity suf- 
fers. A great effort is made to bring 
about the peace in Korea, which, of it- 
self, may account for some of the legis- 








lative confusion in Washington. Further 
revelations at this time regarding the 
narcotic traffic will doubtless reveal the 
worldwide scope of this dirty and vicious 
business. 

Congress—especially the Republican 
contingent (Jupiter in the 11th, oppos- 
ing Sun-Moon and Saturn in the 5th) 
—will block moves to impose heavier tax 
burdens upon the electorate. The temper 
of the Nation will be tight-lipped and 
taciturn. Its thinking will be hard to ex- 
plain. Business, it seems, suffers consid- 
erably, due to shrinking incomes. The 


stock market may reach a new low, and,. 


by the same token, some investors may 
suffer financial disaster. 

The 5th house fules theatres, all places 
of amusement, sporting events, etc., as 
well as entertainers, performers, actors 
and actresses. Attendance at these places 
appears to drop off sharply—not all due 
to television. Unseasonably warm weath- 
er, the occasion for late-season outdoor 
activities . . . and the shortage of 
spending money .. . these are the 
other things that contribute to it. Many 
old-time performers, actors and actresses, 
pass away during this cardinal square. 

Our schools and our school children 
are also ruled by the Sth house. Many 
changes were made in study courses dur- 
ing the summer, in an effort to meet the 
needs of the changing times. Some of the 
departures from previous teaching tech- 
niques will prove most unpopular and 
come in for severe criticism. School bud- 
gets, too, will have felt the pinch; class- 
rooms will be overcrowded; teachers will 
be assigned more students than they can 
capably handle. A dangerous threat 
(Neptune in the 5th) to even very young 
school children is seen in the spreading 
use of narcotics, which has increased 
alarmingly among teen-agers during the 
past year. Exposes of the racket (which 
were foreseen and mentioned in these 
articles months ago) no longer seem to 
shock us. Government agencies are mak- 
ing concerted efforts to cope with it, but 
are handicapped by a lack of funds and 
facilities. The problem calls for the full 
cooperation and understanding on the 
part of all of us, as well as of the parents 
and teachers, in order to recognize the 
signs and fight it. 

With Neptune in the 5th, there may be 
kidnappings ; increase in gambling ; crim- 
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inal infiltration into every level of society 
—including the government. Sensational 
love entanglements and divorce actions 
may be aired this month. 

With planetary afflictions in cardinal 
signs in the financial 2nd, the investment 
5th, and the legislative 11 houses: there 
just will be no escaping the inevitable 
heavier taxes. Saturn, conjoined the luna- 
tion—in a full 5th house—opposing Jupi- 
ter and square Uranus: the temper of 
the people grows cautious, gloomy . 
almost parsimonious. Uranus in the 2nd 
will very likely break some startling news 
which will astound the nation. The popu- 
lace, however, will take it quietly and 
wait for the storm to blow over. What- 
ever it may be, it will not last for long. 

Considering now the 4th house, ruling 
farm products, mines, oil, coal, and the 
weather, and occupied by Pluto, Mars 
and Venus: crops may be destroyed by 
early storms, disease, fires in graneries. 
Public buildings are threatened also by 
fire. The planet Pluto is close to the 4th 
house cusp. What can be expected from 
this position is uncertain, but accompan- 
ied, as it is, by a Mars’ ray, there could 
be earthquakes, fires, tornadoes, and/or 
explosions. These positions could also 
indicate that farmers organize, or that 
farm labor becomes unionized, and strikes 
contribute further to the loss of late har- 
vests. Government may take steps at this 
time to cover the farm group with social 
security. 

From the aspects between Jupiter in 
the 11th (legislation) and Neptune and 
Saturn in the 5th: our Bill of Rights 
could be imperiled by the abuses of a too 
free press, and by speech that is too free. 
It is the abuses of the few that jeopardize 
the liberties of the many, implicit in a 
democratic government. Religious groups 
could be assailed for their beliefs under 
this configuration. 

Death may also take individuals prom- 
inent in the religious world, also writers 
and scientists. It appears the Republican 
members of Congress will resist measures 
that ask for more taxes. The nation will 
have the forthcoming 1952 political cam- 
paigns to thank for that, since serious 
consideration will be given—by both par- 
ties at this time—to “mending their polit- 
ical fences back home.” Some of the 
control measures may also be modified. 

Subversive activities still honeycomb 
the nation; an undercurrent of discord 
runs through the population. The Gov- 


ernment still continues to act against the 
criminal underworld by cracking down 
on its minions for tax-evasion. 

The full moon chart for Washington— 
October 14th at 7:43 p. m, L.M.T.— 
with most of its planets, too, below the 
horizon, confirms the lunation’s trends. 
It adds the further testimony that the 
Country isn’t recovering too fast from 
the market slump, nor from the shocks 
and troubles besetting us during this time. 
It will take most of October to quell the 
fears that are generated by scare head- 
lines and bad market news. 

On one of our busses recently, I saw 
a display card (it was not an “advertise- 
ment” in the accepted sense)—maybe it’s 
been appearing in your town, too. It read: 


Freedom Needs You Now! 


It was on a pure white ground, lettered 
in American red and blue. Dividing the 
four clean words was the recognizable 
red brick steeple of old Independence 
Hall in Philadelphia. Figures of men and 
women in colonial costumes were sketch- 
ed in before its door. It gave me pause to 
think . . . Freedom is this country’s 
mother! Every American child is sup- 
posed to learn that very early. But to the 
generation now starting to school—a 
generation which is threatened by so 
many evil things never heard of when I 
was young—she’s an older lady—some- 
how taken for granted, and not quite so 
close to them in spirit as she was to me. 
When I was a child, she was still a young, 
gay, romping mother, close to her child- 
ren. The pressures of these heavy days 
drop almost magically from my’ mind 
when I remember the faith, the trust, the 
love that filled my heart when I first 
learned that “Ameri¢a is a FREE Coun- 
try,” and what it meant. 

Freedom—our glorious mother—is ag- 
ing now, but the years have only served 
to make her a great lady . the great- 
est in the world, and still so regarded by 
those other nations who have learned to 
recognize the fme ART OF FREEDOM. 
Others have copied her. But none have 
excelled her.

Dear Miss Starr:

Each letter contains 
criticisms of our way of life (animals, 
crafts, our not entertaining, etc., etc.), 
our not going to church, what the rela- 
tives are eating and wearing (way be- 
yond our combined earnings, by the way), 
sure cures for an eye condition that has 
baffled two specialists and is now being 
regulated by a naturapath, condemnation 
of our clothes, and a recital of the prices 
of food!! I always thought a Libran was 
balanced but this one acts more like the 
hub of a wheel! Since she is so old and 
wants to remain on the coast where she 
has lived for a number of years, we don’t 
have too much of a problem. She has 
visited us several times and doesn’t like 
it and she is unable to see the other side 
which is why we like it. 

So far as astrology goes I am not too 
well-informed on the details of the sub- 
ject, but I try to work with the stars to 
the best of my knowledge and ability.

I don’t call that follow- 
ing Jesus and I don’t think it is putting 
animals before humans: tt is doing what 
Jesus would do if He were here. When 
one studies the Bible and its references 
to animals and the zodiac and astrology, 
the ancients certainly knew what they 
were going to work with and through 
animal symbolism and today many tram- 
ple it all under sanctimonious feet by ex- 
ploiting in all sorts of ways the helpless 
humans and the voiceless sub-humans. 
Yet, Librans are supposed to be balanced 
and see all sides to an issue. 

My mother-n-law frets about getting 
ahead, money, clothes, food, knowing the 
right people; she follows the readings on 
a weather thermometer and reports the 
use of gas for warmth. Frankly, when I 
found out she was Libran, I didn’t be- 
lieve it for she has dominated my Arian 
husband’s life so that he has lost his 
hair and the wreath of success has been 
lost along the way—submerged. 

Then there is her inability to demon- 
strate an appreciation of handicraft arts.

Mes. C. writes: “My husband and I, 
having been married several years and 
childless, adopted a baby boy, Sammy 
Lee, last December. We brought him 
home from the hospital when only four 
days old. His mother, due to circum- 
stances, gave him up before birth, and 
never saw him after. We never saw each 
other. In fact, I can’t furnish any in- 
formation pertaining to the birth dates 
or birth places of the parents. We had 
all questions answered as to heredity 
which was to our interests. We have no 
particular problem but are interested in 
having an astrologica) reading to know 
influences determined by his birth chart. 
We would also like a comparison chart 
for the three of us. Would our charts 
have any bearing on Sammy Lee’s being 
adopted ?” 

rom an astro-analytical and psycho- 
analytical point of view there is no dif- 
ference in the comparison charts as there 
is a blending of all natures, some dis- 
cordant and others harmonious, which is 
shown. Many children do not have horo- 
scopes that blend harmoniously with their 
parents—that is where the trouble lies. 
Too often the mother is reminded through 
her child of her innate fears and unhappy 
experiences during the months previous 
to the child’s birth. This memory pat- 
tern is conveyed between mother and 
child making a deep indelible impression 
on the child’s psyche, since his cell. struc- 
ture carries the memory imprint after 
birth, Psychologists have now recognized 
this fact and much is written about it,

but it is not a new idea. Alan Leo 
handles this subject very well in his book 
Esoteric Astrology. He uses the occult 
term of the etheric mould, which seems 
to be the life substance that interpene- 
trates the cell structure and muscles of 
the physical form. It is said to act as a 
vehicle for influences from the emotional 
and mental impulses, It remains from 
the moment of conception until death and 
the life forces leave the body. That is the 
reason Astrologers find value in Pre- 
natal Epochs which is more important 
than is generally known. Very often par- 
ents do not make an effort to get ac- 
quainted with their own children, and 
proper corrective measures are neglected. 
The child grows up and becomes a prob- 
lem child, for he is seeking, always seek- 
ing, for something he cannot understand. 
He needs his mother and constructive 
guidance, otherwise his life becomes con- 
fused and he is a failure. 


Adoption Often Beneficial 


An adopted child is brought into 
a new environment and a new frame 
of reference is set up through a system of 
constructive influences. The IQ of the 
child is raised more than fifty percent, 
which is found to be true in children 
who were two or three years old and 
moved from a place where they had little 
care. A young baby always responds to 
the new home environment as naturally 
as though he were born in the family, 
and in this case more so. Sammy Lee’s

We have known foster 
mothers who were childless for years to 
have a child of their own a year or so 
after adopting one. There are certain 
elementary desires that do not have to 
be learned in taking care of a child, such 
as cuddling and feeding the baby, to seek 
to stop its crying and fight off anyone 
who threatens it, but there is no doubt 
the foster mother must learn to recog- 
nize the tendencies towards maladjust- 
ments early in the life of the child.

shown by the foster mother’s Venus in 
Virgo opposite the child’s Jupiter in 
Pisces.

FISHING DAYS 


The Moon causes fish to be active or 
. lazy; the same Moon brings out hatches 
of insects on which the fish feed. This 
seems to be the time the fish are most 
active, which is when the Moon Is In 
Last Quarter and New Moon phases. 

The best fishing dates are Oct. Ist, 
2nd, 3rd, 4th and 23rd to 31st inclusive. 

The fair dates are Oct. 5th, 6th, 7th, 
19th, 20th, 21st and 22nd. 

The low average days are Oct. 8th 
to 18th inclusive. 











After a long 5,000-mile auto trip this 
year from Michigan. to Texas and 
through several southern states, then back 
into Michigan, I discovered on this trip 
that many farmers were very much in- 
terested in Lunar Planting. Many of the 
farmers interested in my Moon Sign and 
Phase Planting told me it was not pos- 
sible for them to do all their planting in 
the times given, but they were sure that 
the crops planted on these good days 
turned out better_year after year. 


Planting Dates 


For the benefit of our new readers, we 
repeat that crops that produce their yield 
above the soil and grow from seed with

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
such as potato, beet, carrot, turnip, tulip 
and gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon is full or-in the last quarter. 

Do not plant in the Last Quarter unless 
necessary, as it is not considered the best 
time for planting. Never plant when the 
soil is bone dry as moisture must be in 
the soil to start seed or bulb germination. 
Time given is Eastern Standard Time.
